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A Happy Time Inside 

My Mind 


“A happy time inside my mind/ When melo¬ 
dy does find a rhyme” - Tim Buckley 

Now, in the middle of telling a story often 
told, I’m suddenly forgetting details. You 
roll into a story, especially one routinely 
visited, counting on all the beats of the 
story lining up, in an almost animated, 
chronological line that explodes clear and 
linear, three-dimensional in your head. 
Instead now, I’m given to forgetting details. 
Often important ones. People’s names. The 
point of the story. 

We are a storytelling people. About every¬ 
thing we encounter and interact with, we 
have a story. A full, dynamic, in-our-head 
story, which is why people can take such 
extreme stands over what seem like ordi¬ 
nary points. Because in the elaborate story 
in their heads, the interaction seems very 
different to them. 

Beginning a company involves the telling 
of stories. The structuring of the business, 
its mission, becomes its story and its collec¬ 
tion of stories. The early days, the ridicu¬ 
lous amount of time the staff spent together 
usually actively working on the paper but 
also, after, often, just exhausted hanging 
around because what other life did many of 
us have to go back to then? 

I’ve not just forgotten those stories; I’ve 
forgotten how to tell them. We were there - 
oh dear God, we were there - from before 
the creation of the Chronicle through the 
birth of SXSW and on, every day. Day by 
day, and day to day. 

The evening of January 8, 1978, began at 
the old Soap Creek Saloon in the hills with 
legendary Inner Sanctum manager James 
“Cowboy” Cooper getting married with a 
ham dinner and music by Alvin Crow and 


the Pleasant Valley Boys. Then a good 
chunk of that crowd bundled into cars 
together and headed to Randy’s Rodeo in 
San Antonio to see the Sex Pistols, a life¬ 
changing experience in any number of 
ways (certainly culture-changing - locally, 
nationally, and internationally). But that’s 
not the story here. There’s even a great 
sidebar about the Clash in town making 
their “Rock the Casbah” music video - but 
that’s not the story here, either.

Those are stories, but this is about stories. 
Standing in the packed crowd, I stood up on 
tiptoes as someone pointed out to me who 
Jeff Whittington was. Having long followed 
his music writing in The Daily Texan, he 
was a star to me. Not bound by restrictive 
taste, he loved music, all music, punk and 
pop. He wrote so well. I wanted to see who 
the person who wrote what he did looked 
like. I saw him at Randy’s Rodeo, with the 
Sex Pistols about to change our future. 

Whittington continued to write brilliantly 
for the Texan. In 1981, he joined us as a co¬ 
founder of the Chronicle. Which was a rocky 
road for all. Then he moved to D.C. and 
then NYC, where he died. 

Lately I’m haunted by the dead. But that 
is putting it wrong. For better or worse, with 
my relationship with Jeff Whittington, Ed 
Lowry, George Morris, it is not just saying 


thanks to them but I guess stating that 
despite often thorny personalities (includ¬ 
ing at times my own), over the years we’ve 
stayed true to the greater vision created by 
so many. A decent and encompassing moral 
sense of the world as an exciting place, 
loaded with a past to be discovered, a pres¬ 
ent to be celebrated, and a future to be 
anticipated. 

Writers are not their writing, and editors 
should be invisible. 

At the time, it never seems as though it is 
working out. Instead it looks like the levees 
are being breached, the waters flooding 
down on all sides. Whittington and the 
Chronicle had a great run. He wrote a lot of 
important work. We told stories to strap us 
down and other stories to loosen us so we 
floated in space. 

Now I don’t tell stories. The rest of the 
staff might. But I don’t. 

Maybe that emptiness is of value, but I 
think maybe it is something missed. The 
telling of those stories. So now I’m think¬ 
ing I should. (The staff may view this if 
not exactly in terror then maybe at least 
with a certain concern that I will keyhole 
them in the hallways on their way to a 
critical appointment to tell them what it 
was like back when. Tell them the story of 
the terrible first issue or Daryl Slusher’s 
journey from controversial reporter to City 
Council member. Of surviving the first 
very tough 10 years. And just barely sur¬ 
viving the last five. Names not long spo¬ 
ken in the corridors of the Chronicle - 
never suppressed, just ignored, lost in the 
ever more rapid currents of the upcoming 
- will be spoken again.) 

Maybe what we have always done, we dig 
in to doing again now. ■

Still Waiting for the Train 

RAIL ADVOCATES LOOK FOR ANOTHER WAY FORWARD 


HEADLINES 


CITY COUNCIL MEETS today (Dec. 17) with a 

hefty 100-Item agenda, although they’ve eased the 
workload by tentatively agreeing (at work session) 
to postpone most of the short-term rental regula¬ 
tion discussion to Jan. 28. Still contentious on the 
list: new regs on transportation network compa¬ 
nies, and festival season fee waivers. 


TUESDAY’S WORK SESSION was relatively 

sedate, thanks in part to the absence of Council 
Member Don Zimmerman, who was in court - his 
lawsuit against the city’s campaign finance limita¬ 
tions was being heard in federal court this week. 
Zimmerman is arguing that the fundraising rules 
violate his First Amendment rights. 


FILING CLOSED FOR the March 1,2016, pri¬ 
mary elections on Dec. 14, and the paperwork 
reveals a revived Democratic Party, having filed 
candidates in every statewide race. See p.20 for 
more details. 


AISD BOARD PRESIDENT Gina Hinojosa 

has stepped down from her leadership position to 
run to replace Rep. Elliott Naishtat, who made the 
surprising announcement that he won’t run for re- 
election. Hinojosa will finish her term as a trustee, 
but the board will elect a new president - and pos¬ 
sibly a whole new slate of officers - in January. 


IN RESPONSE TO what he says are rising 
numbers of border crossings in recent months 
(including many unaccompanied children), Gov. 
Greg Abbott took a few swipes at the federal gov¬ 
ernment while announcing more state resources to 
border security - more National Guard troops, 
DPS/TP&W police boats and planes, and money for 
interdiction. “My first and foremost responsibility 
as governor is to protect the citizens of Texas,” 
Abbott said, “with or without the federal govern¬ 
ment’s help.” 


GOV. ABBOTT HAS installed an education- 
reform hard-liner as the new Texas Education 
Agency commissioner. Dallas ISD trustee Mike 
Morath, who has spent much of his political career 
at odds with his fellow board members, replaces 
outgoing commissioner Michael Williams. 


ANOTHER VICTORY FOR student privacy: 

Judge Scott Jenkins has dismissed UT System Regent 
Wallace Hall’s lawsuit demanding student records 
that he claims will prove nepotism in UT-Austin 
admissions under previous president Bill Powers. 


THE DOWNTOWN LANDMASS known as the 

site of the Austin American-Statesman was sold 
Tuesday for an undisclosed amount to family mem¬ 
bers involved with Cox Enterprises in Atlanta. Cox is 
the media group that owns the Statesman, making 
the handover of the 19-acre property somewhat 
strange - if not foretelling. Questions concerning 
the future of the prized riverfront real estate have 
been circling for years. 


The folks supporting transit rail for 
Austin are tiptoeing back onto the stump, 
hoping to put together some kind of a rail 
plan to succeed the voter-rejected Project 
Connect plan of November 
2014. I applaud their chutz¬ 
pah - the Chronicle editorial 
board went down in flames 
on that one, along with last 
year’s City Council that had 
placed the rail plan on the 
ballot. The rail campaign 
coincided with the 10-1 cam¬ 
paign, during which all 11 
successful Council candi¬ 
dates either opposed, or 
only limply endorsed, 

Proposition 1 - the transportation bond 
that included urban rail. Among the win¬ 
ning candidates, Mayor Steve Adler was 
perhaps its strongest “supporter” - and on 
the campaign trail, when he spoke of the 
project at all, it was to disdain the way it 


was being presented by the city and its 
Project Connect partners. 

I recall that recent history to suggest the 
hill rail advocates must climb if they hope 
to persuade current Council 
members to reconsider, let 
alone to put another rail pro¬ 
posal before the voters in the 
near future. As I wrote in 
June of 2014 - when it was 
already clear that the 
Highland corridor plan was 
in trouble - the “progres¬ 
sive” opponents remained 
undaunted. “Some of those 
‘pro-transit’ opponents insist 
it’s simply a question of 
cheerfully defeating this plan, and then 
returning to the voters in a year or two for a 
railway to heaven along Guadalupe and 
Lamar. Considering the history of mass 
transit in Austin ... it hardly seems reason¬ 
able to presume that if we’ve spectacularly 


bungled it again this time, surely we’ll get it 
right the next time, and soonest. That’s one 
familiar definition of insanity.” (See “Point 
Austin: Dis Connect,” June 12, 2014.) 

THE BIG PICTURE 

I’m returning to the subject 18 months 
later because some of those pro-transit 
opponents of Prop. 1 attended last week’s 
Urban Transportation Commission meet¬ 
ing, to pitch a renewed vision for light rail. 
Scott Morris of the grandly named Central 
Austin Community Development Corpora¬ 
tion and Nathan Brigmon of the Civic Ana¬ 
lytics consultant firm presented their new 
draft proposal, running south from Rund- 
berg along the Lamar/Guadalupe corridor, 
across Lady Bird Lake at First Street, and 
heading over to Pleasant Valley, with poten¬ 
tial extensions to the southeast and south¬ 
west. It’s a pretty animation, and carries no 
price tag - all vision at no cost. Morris sug-

AN OPEN LETTER FROM UBER AUSTIN 


Dear friends: 

You may know that the Austin City Council is set to vote today on proposed new ridesharing regulations. 

Over the last year, both Uber and Lyft have been operating under rules approved by the previous City Council, and 
ridesharing has been an unqualified success in Austin. Since the current rules took effect, Uber Austin has facilitated 
over 2.5 million rides, and helped more than 10,000 local driver-partners - the majority of whom drive just a few hours 
each week - earn over $27 million. 

That money has helped working families all across the city pay bills and stay afloat financially as the cost of living in 
our community continues to rise. 

At the same time, ridesharing has given every Austin neighborhood - especially those underserved for many years by 
taxicabs - a reliable new transportation option. And perhaps most importantly, ridesharing has improved public safety 
for the entire community by meeting the urgent need for safe rides during festivals like SXSW and ACL, and after 
Austin’s bars close on any given night. 

In short, ridesharing has been working in Austin, and the rules under which both Uber and Lyft have operated over the 
last year are considered a national model. But that could change today if a City Council majority votes to support a 
broad range of new rules that will devastate ridesharing in Austin. 

Much of the public debate has been premised on the idea that ridesharing is unsafe, but the facts tell a different story. 

First and foremost, every Uber driver-partner already undergoes an extensive screening process, including driving and 
criminal history checks run through national, state and local databases. Every ride is tracked by GPS from start to finish. 
Every trip route can be shared in real-time with friends and family. Every transaction is cashless. And before ever stepping 
into a car, every rider receives their driver’s name, photo, license plate number, and rating from previous riders. 

Before ridesharing, driver screenings stopped at backgrounds checks. Today, our technology makes safety a constant. 

The bottom line is that the only real-world impact of the new rules would be to make it impossible for Uber and Lyft to 
attract enough drivers for ridesharing to continue working in Austin. 

Obviously it’s appropriate and laudable for the City Council to do things to help make our community safer. But in this 
case their efforts would be ill-advised because the net effect, by a wide margin, would be to make Austin less safe. 

What presents a real risk to public safety is making ridesharing infeasible. 

We want to continue to serve Austin. We love this amazing city and believe we’re adding something meaningful to the 
community’s quality of life. 

On behalf of Uber Austin employees and more than 10,000 local driver-partners and their families, we ask that if you believe 
- like us - that ridesharing is making a positive contribution to our city, please contact Mayor Steve Adler and your City 
Council member today and ask them to preserve what’s working. 

Together, we can save ridesharing in Austin.

gested that the city could begin by issuing 
certificates of obligation for initial engi¬ 
neering, and maybe work up to the project 
(and the voters) by degrees. 

But Commissioner J.D. Gins immedi¬ 
ately ran with the idea, hoping to persuade 
his colleagues to recommend a renewed 
city consideration of a comprehensive rail 
plan, based upon the Morris schematic or 
something similar. Unlike Morris, Gins 
had supported Prop. 1, and he argued the 
voters hadn’t rejected rail, but the particu¬ 
lar route and combined highway funding 
- an optimistic presumption. At first, Gins’ 
colleagues seemed willing to support a 
recommendation to Council, but ... one 
suggested “high-capacity transit” (e.g., 
more buses) be substituted for “rail,” and 
then another raised the issue of the “bil¬ 
lions and billions” of dollars that such an 
ambitious plan reflected (the central pub¬ 
lic objection to last year’s plan). 

In the end, Gins withdrew his motion, 
acquiescing to the consensus that the mat¬ 
ter needs more discussion, and that January 
is soon enough to take it up again. Later, 
Gins was undaunted, arguing that the con¬ 
versation has begun to get things rolling: “I 
say let’s reshape 1-35 and build a high- 
capacity transit network,” he told me. “We 
have to get serious about all these invest¬ 
ments, even if we have to raise taxes, or our 
traffic will just continue to get worse.” 

WISHING THE BEST 

For the present, I remain neutral but 
highly skeptical. Even in immediate practi¬ 
cal terms, getting this unfinished proposal 
into a council committee, onto a (dubious) 
council agenda, over to the engineers and 
planners, and into some refined shape to 
return to this Council for an extended 
debate and then a possible November bal¬ 
lot measure - that all seems to me several 
bridges too far for 2016. 

Gins concedes that if it can’t be readied 
for a presidential election, with that criti¬ 
cal mass of voters, then it should wait for 
2020. The preceding unsuccessful light 
rail occasion (2000) took 14 years to rise 
from the dead - only to carry a much 
heavier tariff, and face an electorate bris¬ 
tling over spiking property values and 
their corollary property taxes. The train 
never left the station. 

Commissioner Gins (who doubles as 
executive director of the Travis County 
Democratic Party) is familiar with long 
odds, and is determined to roll the boulder 
up the hill, once again. He asks, “Are we as 
a city going to do nothing and just wait 10 
more years to try anything, or is the new 
council ready to have a real discussion, 
about how a big project like this can link 
the city together and get serious about 
infrastructure?”

Ho, Ho, Ho... Id on a Second 

CITY COUNCIL STILL ONE MEETING SHORT OF A “HAPPY NEW YEAR” 


Here I was, just about this close to writing 
a year-end congratulatory column, in advance 
of City Council’s last meeting of the year, as 
they seemed on the brink of wrapping up the 
year by wrapping up a number of nagging 
loose ends. 

In particular, of the three really stupid 
regulatory messes left to them by the previ¬ 
ous council (primarily Chris Riley, but who’s 
counting?), the new team seems to be work¬ 
ing its way to a decent conclusion on all of 
them. Regulations on accessory dwelling 
units (ADUs, or “granny flats”) were finally 
passed, and if they were handled clumsily, 
they were at least handled. Most of the rules 
on commercial short-term rentals (STRs) 
have been postponed until January, for lack 
of time to hold the likely extensive public 
hearing, but Council is at 
least poised to stop the 
bleeding this week by closing 
the loophole by which nonli- 
censed properties are free to 
advertise. And the votes 
appear to be lined up to pass 
a set of transportation net¬ 
work company (TNC) regula¬ 
tions, after a long slog 
through the commission-and- 
council-committee system. 

The TNC rule reforms that 
Council’s Mobility Committee is recommending 
to Council are really by now noncontroversial. 
Council voted 9-2 in October to move ahead 
with these provisions, including fingerprint- 
based background checks, and there’s no 
reason anyone’s mind should have changed 
since then. In the meantime, in fact, there’s 
a new TNC in the picture, Dallas-based Get Me, 
which just got its license to carry passengers 
in Austin, in addition to offering custom deliv¬ 
ery service. Get Me says they have no prob¬ 
lems complying with the proposed city rules; 
and they’ll hardly be the last start-up to jump 
into this new and apparently very lucrative 
market. Which makes Uber and Lyft’s pro¬ 
testations about City Council “driving TNCs 
out of Austin” sound hollower and hollower.

So it was a surprise when Mayor Steve 
Adler indicated during the Tuesday work ses¬ 
sion that he intends to blow up all the work 
that’s been done so far, and bring a new pro¬ 
posal to Thursday’s meeting, that no one will 
have seen until the day it’s being voted on.

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Council: Can You Uber to 
Your Short-Term Rental? 

COUNCIL TO TAKE UP STR AND TNC REGS 


Today’s City Council meeting (Dec. 17) 
could last ’til the New Year - or at least 
Christmas, since it’s cleaning up postponed 
matters from an accumulation of weeks, 
and there will be plenty of material for 
public debate, dais oratory, and always- 
venerable tergiversation. Of the 100 Items 
on the agenda, the headliners are two: 

1) the short-term rental regulations, post¬ 
poned from last Thursday, Dec. 10; and 

2) the transportation network company 
regulations, previously considered by 
Council, sent to the Mobility Committee, 
and now returning for final consideration 
and, presumably, passage. 

The public hearing has already been held 
on TNC regs - any testimony will likely be 
limited - but the STR ordinance is subject 
to a full-bore hearing, and though the offi¬ 
cial momentum appears to be working 
against Type 2 (non-owner-occupied) STRs 
- the Planning Commission voted last week 
to phase them out even more quickly than 
Council proposes - there are plenty of folks 
likely to turn up to defend the practice and 
have their say. Nevertheless, it looks like 
they’ll have to wait - Tuesday’s work ses¬ 
sion consensus was to consider only the 
elimination of “testing the waters” advertis¬ 
ing, and to postpone the rest to Jan. 28. 

Last week’s postponement was formally a 
response to Mayor Steve Adler’s request (in 
his temporary absence) to wait until he 
returned. “I have concerns about splitting 
the ordinance up for action,” the mayor 
wrote to his colleagues, “as this may cause 
confusion with the public and result in a 
fractured process and because the draft 
ordinance sections are very interconnected. 


Even if it were possible to handle noncon- 
troversial issues separately ... it seems han¬ 
dling those later would not increase subse¬ 
quent burden because such matters would 
be noncontroversial.” 

As we reported last week, the other 
changes under consideration include: regu¬ 
lar inspections, limitations on clus¬ 
tering, septic inspec¬ 
tions, sound and 
music limits, occu¬ 
pancy limits, and 
a “phase-out” 
of all Type 2 
STRs by 2020. 

How avid the 
council opposi¬ 
tion is remains 
unclear - five 
were willing to 
postpone the 
matter another six 
weeks (to late 
January), but in the end 
they endorsed today’s date, 
with the option of another 
postponement. Whether that 
reflects only a heavy workload or 
some broader reluctance about the entire 
effort remains to be seen. 

Meanwhile, regarding the TNC rules, 
matters will likely turn on whether Uber 
and Lyft will acquiesce to fingerprinting of 
their prospective drivers (along with other, 
less-disputed public safety regs), or contin¬ 
ue to insist they can’t work under those 
conditions - which will apply as well to the 
competition, the traditional cab and limo 
companies. Both sides cite public polling 


strongly supporting their opposing posi¬ 
tions. (See below for more detail.) 

Other Items that might get the gastric 
juices burning include: 

• Mayor Adler’s proactive proposal to autho¬ 
rize in advance about $309,000 in fee waiv¬ 
ers and related expenses for next year’s 
SXSW Festival (down about two-thirds 
from recent years). The event is co-spon¬ 
sored by the city - the mayor has made a 
Facebook case on the huge economic impact 
to the city - and the waivers generally help 
to underwrite Festival¬ 


s p o n - 

sored free-to-the-public events. But folks 
who either dislike the Festival or oppose 
any and all waivers will be heard. 

• Speaking of fee waivers, several CMs 
are sponsoring a waiver of fees from 
SafePlace for a February fundraiser per¬ 
formance of The Vagina Monologues at 
the Dougherty Arts Center. It shouldn’t 
raise much opposition, but it may be the 
historical first occurrence of “vagina” in a 
Council agenda. 


• Likely to pass with some head-shaking on 
the dais is a contract for legal work by 
Renea Hicks to help defend the city from 
the campaign finance lawsuit filed by 
District 6 Council Member Don Zimmer¬ 
man. Presumably, Zimmerman will recuse 
himself from the vote, but it will be interest¬ 
ing to hear comments from either the audi¬ 
ence or other CMs (more likely to bite their 
tongues for legal reasons). The trial, which 
commenced Monday, kept Zimmerman 
away from the work session. 

• In the same general vein, the Audit & 
Finance Committee is bringing forward a 

resolution to tighten the rules on lobby¬ 
ing, and another that would require 
source disclosure of “dark money” 
- some of which found its way 
into last fall’s mayoral cam¬ 
paign. With the modest fun¬ 
draising limit (normally 
$350 from individuals), 
city campaigns are 
generally not drown¬ 
ing in cash, but the 
combination of inde¬ 
pendent money and 
personal fortunes in 
future mayoral cam¬ 
paigns is raising plen¬ 
ty of political alarms. 

• Getting into those 
larger policy questions 
might take a while, what with the dozens 
of contracts piling up for late-year approval, 
and no checklist of which might draw addi¬ 
tional CM scrutiny (a small army of depart¬ 
mental staff stand and wait each Thursday 
morning to learn if their pending contracts 
will draw the short straws). 

After a full day (including music and 
proclamations), the big hearings will likely 
be evening events (with the over/under 
around 10pm). It’s not exactly mixed mar¬ 
tial arts, but features plenty of opinion¬ 
gouging, logic-chopping, and conspiracy¬ 
shadowing. Don’t miss it if you can.

COUNCIL TO VOTE ON TNC ORDINANCE 


Here we are at the end of our road. Today (Thursday, Dec. 
17) Council will vote on an ordinance to amend the city code 
with its first official, not-temporary-on-a-yearly-basis set of reg¬ 
ulations for transportation network companies (TNCs). 
Tension has been tight between the companies - until recent¬ 
ly, industry megaliths Uber and Lyft - and Council Member 
Ann Kitchen, the dais’ public face of this particular policy as 
chair of the Council’s Mobility Committee, with publicity 
stunts and targeted ads intended to paint the D5 rep as 
decidedly anti-TNC. Kitchen has insisted, however, that it’s 
not Council’s intention to boot either fleet from the city. 

The regulations Council is expected to approve include a 
permitting fee (either $450 per car or 2% of the company’s 
gross revenue within the city), and a requirement that all 
drivers must undergo background checks which include fin¬ 
gerprint scans. In addition, the Transportation 
Department’s Asst. Director Gordon Derr recommended 
that Council bar TNC drivers from idling in active travel lanes 
while they wait to pick up fares; require TNCs to provide the 
city with their accessibility plans; increase the amount of 
data the companies provide to the city; and define distinct 


trade dress (decals, for instance) that working TNC cars 
must sport. As Derr noted in November, all those expecta¬ 
tions are currently in place for the closest-related industry to 
TNCs: taxicabs. 

For companies with such strong business models, $450 
per car is a small amount of money, and last Monday Kitchen 
indicated to the Chronicle that both companies would accept 
the proposed fees. The sticking point, it appears, is the finger¬ 
printing. Both companies have suggested that the regulation’s 
implementation could be a deal-killer for future operations. 

The companies were able to strong-arm San Antonio into drop¬ 
ping similar requirements in October, but weren’t so success¬ 
ful with similar demands in Houston. While Uber remains, Lyft 
moved out of the Bayou City last November. But a new compa¬ 
ny on the scene, Get Me, likely wouldn’t mind if Uber and Lyft 
did in fact desert. The Dallas-based on-demand car service 
launched locally in October, providing rides and running 
errands for customers. Chief Experience Officer Jonathan 
Laramy told the Chronicle that the company didn’t receive its 
TNC permit from the city to launch its rideshare element until 
Dec. 4 - right around the time that final wording of the ordi¬ 


nance was coming into focus - but that the company remains 
committed to Austin even as new policies go into place. 

Both the TNCs and their market competition - the taxicab 
industry - have been on the offensive of late, last Wednesday 
releasing contradicting survey results indicating, in both 
cases, that 70% of those polled support the poller’s argu¬ 
ments for or against regulations. Anecdotally in the field, the 
TNC drivers who’ve shuttled the Chronicle about town over the 
past two months have been relatively easy to warm up to the 
idea that increasing safety measures - such as fingerprinting 
- can be a good thing so long as it doesn’t require any legiti¬ 
mate inconveniences. The Department of Public Safety 
notes that Austin currently boasts 14 different fingerprint-cap¬ 
turing units throughout the city, and that the entire process 
should get drivers on the road within 72 hours of submission. 

While Uber likes to note that 53 drivers who failed the 
company’s background checks had been issued chauffeur’s 
licenses by the city, its critics will just as quickly point out the 
seven Uber and Lyft drivers being investigated by APD on 
accusations of sexual assault. Neither side’s foolproof, and 
each ride remains to some extent a risk. Thursday’s consider¬ 
ations make it easier to mitigate that risk without fundamen¬ 
tally changing the ways these companies operate.

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From Brewing to Chewing 

GRANOLA BARS MADE FROM SPENT GRAIN 
WIN THE CITY’S ZERO-WASTE PITCH COMPETITION

When your favorite watering hole lacks a 
kitchen or resident food truck, your snack 
options are generally limited: Grab a hand¬ 
ful of stale pretzels, or send a buddy on a 
taco run. But this spring you’ll have another 
option at select establishments: Brewnola 
Bars, made primarily from spent grain, a 
byproduct of the beer-brewing process. 
With flavors including salsa, wasabi, and 
peanut butter, the baked bars are vegan and 
packaged in compostable materials. And 
they’ll keep 45,000 pounds of material a 
month out of the landfill. 

The bars, the brainchild of three Univer¬ 
sity of Texas MBA students, took first place 
- and a $10,000 prize - at the city’s inaugural 
[RejVerse Pitch Competition, held Dec. 9. 
A joint effort of the city of Austin, UT’s 
RGK Center for Philanthropy and 
Community Service, Impact Hub Austin, 
and the U.S. Business Council for Sustain¬ 
able Development, the contest was built on 
the idea that materials currently being 
landfilled can become the basis of success¬ 
ful social enterprises. 

The “reverse” in the name derives from 
the fact that in phase one, held Nov. 3, pro¬ 
ducers (such as brewery Hops & Grain) 
pitched their products to prospective entre¬ 
preneurs, rather than entrepreneurs pitch¬ 
ing their business ideas. Over the next four 
weeks, entrepreneurs developed their con¬ 
cepts under the tutelage of experienced 
design, logistics, and business mentors. 

The closing event last week saw eight 
finalists make their pitches to a judging 
panel of investors and lenders with exper¬ 
tise in social entrepreneurship, as well as 
about 80 members of the public. The con¬ 
cepts included commuter bags made from 
upcycled vinyl banners, a building materi¬ 


als depository that would also serve as a 
materials broker, and a glass recycling busi¬ 
ness (pitched by three Crockett High 
School students). Entrants were judged on 
their venture’s viability, scalability, sustain¬ 
ability, and economic and social impact - 
including their ability to create jobs for the 
hard-to-employ. 

The principle that one company’s byprod¬ 
ucts can be another’s raw materials is the ! 
driver behind the Austin Materials Market- ^ 
place, a matchmaking service for materials * 
coordinated by the U.S. Business Council for I 
Sustainable Development and Ecology 2 
Action. Participants post in the AMM online £ 
database about materials they’d like to 
rehome, or materials they’re seeking. The 
project team takes an active role in facilitating 
exchanges, but the pitch competition was 
meant to draw in a wider audience of entre¬ 
preneurs. “It was a way to open the lid of these 
Dumpsters and show the community what’s 
being thrown away,” says Natalie Betts, the 
city’s Recycling Economic Development liai¬ 
son, who coordinated the event. “These mate¬ 
rials have great potential, and if people knew 
they were available, they might come up with 
something to do with them.” 

Those Dumpsters are pretty full. Among 
the other pitches: Goodwill Industries of 
Central Texas collects 80 pounds of wicker 
baskets per day that it cannot sell or recy¬ 
cle. Because Recycled Reads, the Austin 
Public Library’s used bookstore, can’t sell 
or recycle all the audio and video tapes the 
public donates, 2,000 to 3,500 per month are 
piling up in storage. Travis County would 
like to find an alternative to landfilling the 
630 pairs per month of discarded Croc-style 
waterproof clogs worn by inmates in the 
county correctional institutions. 


Brewnola Bars co-founder Ceschino 
Brooks de Vita told the judges the product 
solves problems for three constituencies: 
consumers who want a healthier alternative 
to bar food; kitchenless bars, who are losing 
hungry patrons; and brewers, who need an 
environmentally friendly way to dispose of 
spent grain. Co-founder Brandon Ward 
says his team, which also includes Matt 
Miller, will use the prize money to pay for a 
run of several thousand bars through a con¬ 
tract packer, a food manufacturer that pro¬ 
duces packaged food products for compa¬ 
nies that don’t have their own equipment. 
This will let them place the bars in the bars 
and solicit feedback on the flavor, size, and 
price, currently estimated at $2. The ulti¬ 
mate goal is to establish a local manufactur¬ 
ing operation; the team projected Brewnola 
Bars would be profitable by the second year 
and could hire roughly 16 full-time employ¬ 
ees at $24 per hour. 


Will Austinites choose to eat a granola bar 
while they imbibe? “That’s why we want to 
position it as coming from the beer-making 
process,” Ward says, noting that the bar 
itself doesn’t taste like beer. Two of the fla¬ 
vors are savory or salty, which Ward says 
pair well with a pint. “That’s why there are 
always peanuts or pretzels in front of you, 
but those things are kind of boring, so we 
want to provide an additional type of food 
offering.” 

He points to the more than 20 breweries 
in the Austin area, and 4,000 nationwide - 
all of them producing spent grain - as evi¬ 
dence of the company’s scalability. “I was 
prepared to go forward even if we didn’t 
win,” he says. “The opportunity is there.”

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’Tis the Filing Season 

CANDIDATES FOR YOUR TRAVIS COUNTY BALLOT 


Start your fundraising: Filing for the March 1 , 2016, primaries closed on Dec. 14. A week 
ago, it looked like it would be slack times for state candidates and campaign operatives in 
Travis County, with few contested primaries on tap. But a flurry of last-minute filings - plus the 
unexpected but unsurprising exit of an incumbent - means crowded state races for the next 
three months. As for Travis County, several candidates tossed their hats in the ring early on; 
however, there were a few late filings and (non)filings that kept the final weeks interesting. 


Travis County Sheriff 

The big news this week is that incumbent Greg 
Hamilton officially withdrew himself from the running. 
The three-term sheriff had been deliberating a fourth 
run for the past few months, but ultimately decided to 
step down. Expect Travis County’s cooperation with ICE 
to recede with him. All four of the Democratic candi¬ 
dates - Don Rios, John Sisson, Sally Hernandez, and 
Todd Radford - have spoken out against facilitating 
immigrant detainment. Recurring Republican Joe 
Martinez figures to meet whoever wins the March pri¬ 
mary, though his odds of winning are best left to the 
imagination. - Chase Hoffberger 

Travis County District Attorney 

Filing here are longtime Democratic prosecutor 
Gary Cobb, former County Attorney Margaret Moore, 
and prosecutor-turned-defense attorney Rick Reed, 
along with lone Republican Maura Phelan. The race 
had been thought of as an easy victory for Cobb, until 
Moore filed for candidacy Dec. 7. Reed, whose website 


touts him as having “initially acquired the nickname 
‘Maverick’ during his 2008 campaign for Travis County 
District Attorney,” appears to lack the necessary sup¬ 
port to mount a legit fight. - C.H. 

Travis County Commissioners 

For the Precinct 1 Commissioner seat, to succeed 
retiring incumbent Ron Davis, four Democratic con¬ 
tenders have been known for months: contractor 
Arthur Sampson, attorney James Nortey, city admin¬ 
istrator Jeff Travillion, and nonprofit president 
Richard Franklin III - a late addition is political con¬ 
sultant Marc Hoskins. The sole filer in the GOP primary 
is former Pflugerville City Council Member Pat McCord. 

In what has been a swing Precinct 3, Democrat 
David Holmes didn’t draw an opponent, so he’ll face 
one of two Republicans: incumbent Gerald Daugherty 
or attorney Jason Nassour. - Michael King 

Travis County Constable 

Among the Constable races - generally voter- 
obscure but hotly internecine battles - Precinct 1 
incumbent Danny Thomas has drawn two opponents: 
former Deputy Constable Janie Serna and Rick Schu¬ 
macher, a state criminal investigator. In Precinct 3, the 
race to replace incumbent Sally Hernandez (now run¬ 
ning for sheriff) includes three candidates: Chief 
Deputy Constable Anthony “AJ” Johnson, Fredric L. 
Johnson, and former Constable Stacy Suits. In 
Precinct 4, the race to succeed retiring incumbent 
Maria Canchola features two chief deputy constables: 
George Morales III (Precinct 2) and Manuel Jimenez 
(Precinct 4). Only a single Republican has filed - TC 
Sheriff’s Officer Deke Pierce in Precinct 2; he’ll meet 
incumbent Adan Ballesteros in November. - M.K. 

District Judges 

In the clubby world of the Travis County Courthouse, 
most of the state district judicial races are one-candi¬ 
date walkovers, and the Democratic primary becomes 
the effective anointment. There are a couple of excep¬ 
tions: In the 427th District Court, local attorney 
Tamara Needles is challenging incumbent Jim Coro¬ 
nado, and in the 450th, Democrats Brad Urrutia and 
Chantal Melissa Eldridge face off for the right to face 
gubernatorial-appointed Republican incumbent Don 
Clemmer. - M.K. 

Texas House and Senate 

A week ago, it looked like local Democrats were 
avoiding any infighting. All five House incumbents, 
including 13-session veteran and dean of the delegation 
Elliott Naishtat, had filed to return. Out of the blue on 
Dec. 10, Naishtat suddenly withdrew his filing and 
announced that he is retiring. This triggered a deluge 
of filings from ambitious Democrats who’ve been wait¬ 
ing for years for this super-safe seat to come open. At 
close of filing, a total of six candidates had thrown 
their hats in the ring: personal injury attorney Aspen 
Dunaway; former House staffer Huey Rey Fischer; 
former AISD board president Gina Hinojosa; Kenton 
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Johnson; criminal defense attorney MattShrum; for¬ 
mer NARAL Pro-Choice Texas legislative counsel 
Blake Rocap; and housing rights advocate Heather 
Way. Hinojosa will stay on the AISD board until her 
term expires next November, but stepped down as 
president on Dec. 14 to concentrate on her campaign. 

Somewhat surprisingly, the list doesn’t include 
two names in circulation before Naishtat filed in the 
first place: Council Member Ann Kitchen said she was 
too busy with city business to run, while former 
College Democrats of America president and GNI 
Strategies CEO Katie Naranjo said she was already 
signed up to help with too many 
other candidates’ campaigns 
(including Hinojosa’s). 

There’s action in the county’s 
sole Republican House seat. HD 47 
incumbent Paul Workman has 
drawn a challenger in failed coun¬ 
cil candidate Jay Wiley: He’ll have 
a hard fight on his hands, since the 
notoriously pugnacious Workman 
has handily and viciously bested 
challengers in two of the last three 
primary cycles. 

One of the busiest local prima¬ 
ries is the one with least local 
voters. The intensely gerryman¬ 
dered Senate District 24 mean¬ 
ders from Abilene to Kerrville, 
with a brief dip into southwest 
Travis that closely matches HD 47. 

That geographic spread, with no clear population cen¬ 
ter, is reflected in the candidates lining up to replace 
retiring incumbent Troy Fraser in the GOP primary: 
Fredericksburg-based retired doctor Brent Mayes; 
Burnet petro-chemical professional Reed Williams; 

Bee Cave resident and home builder Jon Cobb; former 
Lake Travis ISD trustee Dawn Buckingham; and Ryan 
Downton, who launched an unsuccessful campaign 
against Workman in 2012. - Richard Whittaker 

Congress 

There’s two Dems duking it out for the honor of tak¬ 
ing on Republican incumbent Mike McCaul’s seemingly 
bottomless coffers in Congressional District 10: 
Austinite Scot B. Gallaher, and Tawana W. Cadien, 
who ran unsuccessfully against the incumbent in 2012. 


In CD 21, incumbent Republican Lamar Smith faces 
triple trouble: software engineer John Murphy, whose 
pro-infrastructure investment, pro-vocational educa¬ 
tion, pro-green energy platform makes him sound like 
a Democrat; evangelical anti-Communist and business¬ 
man Matt McCall; and a familiar face, failed 2014 
Austin mayoral candidate Todd Phelps. And there’s 
actually a Democratic fight to be his November chal¬ 
lenger, with Austin-based tech entrepreneur Tejas 
Vakil facing climate change activist Tom Wakely. 

Down in CD 35, it’s clear sailing for Democrat Lloyd 
Doggett, although his November will be busy: Repub¬ 
lican former mayor of San Marcos 
Susan Narvaiz is after his seat.

Presidency 

On the ballot: surgeon Ben 
Carson, New Jersey Gov. Chris 
Christie, tech sector CEO Carly 
Fiorina, former Arkansas Gov. 
Mike Huckabee, Floridians Jeb 
Bush and Marco Rubio, Ohio Gov. 
John Kasich, Kentucky Sen. Rand 
Paul, former Pennsylvania Sen. 
RickSantorum, former South 
Carolina Sen. Lindsey Graham, 
Texas’ own Ted Cruz, the previ¬ 
ously unknown Elizabeth Gray of 
Taylor, and the increasingly radi¬ 
cal Donald Trump. That means 
former Virginia Gov. Jim Gilmore 
and former New York Gov. George Pataki have decid¬ 
ed not to waste their filing fee. 

Across the aisle, of last week, the three remaining 
establishment Democratic candidates - former 
Secretary of State Hillary Clinton, Sen. Bernie 
Sanders, and former Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley - 
submitted their paperwork, but so did California-based 
automobile tycoon Roque “Rocky” De La Fuente, ex¬ 
convict Keith Judd, former Republican and Libertarian 
gubernatorial hopeful Star Locke, former Chicago 
mayoral hopeful Willie L. Wilson, and Texas resident 
Calvis L. Hawes - which may be the first and last time 
anyone mentions their marginal candidacies. - R.W.

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Splitting the Baby 

AISD is moving slowly on the purchase of land for 
its next high school - but after seven years of inaction, 
slow motion is better than no motion. 

During the board session on Dec. 14, outgoing 
President Gina Hinojosa gave an update on the latest 
development in the long-running process. (Hinojosa 
had announced earlier that day that she’s resigning 
the presidency, but not her board seat, in order to run 
for state rep; see “Filing Season,” p.20 for more on 
that.) In 2008, AISD voters approved a $32 million 
bond to buy land for a new high school in South 
Austin. Since then, the fight has been over exactly 
where the school should be. Since the most over¬ 
crowded high school in the district is Bowie, residents 
of District 7 wanted the new campus in southwest 
Travis County. However, with nearby Akins also over 
capacity, and school age population forecasts for 
Southeast Austin rising over the next few years, there 
was an argument to locate the school next door in 
District 6. So Hinojosa announced that, after years of 
inaction, the board will split the baby and buy two 
plots of land - one southeast, one southwest. 

Last week, staff had presented a list of 16 potential 
sites to the board in executive session, and the board 
directed Superintendent Paul Cruz to begin negotia¬ 
tions with the owners of the selected pair. Trustees 
have been informed that, even accounting for inflation, 
the $32 million will be enough to cover the costs. But 
that’s just the start of the payments: The district will 
need to go out to voters for a construction bond to pay 
for the buildings (high schools cost around $100 mil¬ 
lion), plus add an ongoing $9-15 million a year in oper¬ 
ating costs, depending on what specialties and facili¬ 
ties the district wants to include. 

The negotiations could take another six months: the 
bond, potentially years. Moreover, there are splits 
among trustees over whether this is the best solution 
to high school overcrowding. Even though one of the 
new sites will likely be in District 6 Trustee Paul 
Saldana’s political backyard, he’d prefer the district 
finally realign school attendance zones, and examine 
reforms to existing transfer policies. He argues that by 
moving the 500 transfer students out of Bowie alone, 
it will return to more manageable numbers, while their 
under-enrolled home campuses will get a suitable 
enrolIment boost. - Richard Whittaker 



Report: AISD Discriminates Against 
Minority- and Women-Owned Businesses 


The Austin Independent School District 

has been “a passive participant” in discrimi¬ 
nation against minority- and women- 
owned businesses, according to a new 
study by NERA Economic Consulting. 

However, some trustees believe the same 
report is a pathway to new opportunities for 
those same businesses. 

When it comes to government contracts, 
minority- and women-owned business enter¬ 
prises (MBE/WBE) have had trouble winning 
deals (earning them the name historically 
underutilized businesses, or HUBs). AISD 
is no exception, yet unlike the city of Austin 
or Travis County, the district does not have a 
full HUB program. Instead, it uses an exter¬ 
nal contractor - DM Dukes & Associates, 
owned by state Rep. Dawnna Dukes, D-Aus- 
tin - to oversee HUB engagement in the bid¬ 
ding process. However, there are no specific 
goals the district is supposed to reach, so 
it’s hard to assess what they are overseeing. 

A 2012 study of contracts issued under 
the 2004 and 2008 bonds showed that 75% 
of all construction dollars went to non-HUB 
firms (see “AISD’s Underutilized Business,” 
May 24, 2013). The NERA study looked at 
figures for 2009-13, and extended the 
research to include construction, professional 
and nonprofessional services, and commodi¬ 



ties. The new figures broadly echo that earlier 
study. Non-HUB businesses take up between 
78% and 85% of all contract dollars. More 
troubling is the difference between MBE/WBE 
firms’ work in a particular sector, and how 
many got contracts - defined as availability 
vs. utilization. For example, there were 
enough HUB firms to cover 20% of all non¬ 
professional service contracts, but they only 
received 11% of the contracts. 


AISD Trustee Paul Saldana said he was 
“not surprised” by the study, because many 
of the issues uncovered are endemic. While 
there are things the district can be doing bet¬ 
ter - for example, breaking big contracts into 
smaller chunks that are more manageable 
for smaller firms - there are broader prob¬ 
lems it can’t fix alone. For example, the 
NERA study noted that MBE/WBE firms have 
trouble getting commercial loans, surety 
bonds, and insurance. Moreover, Saldana 
noted that some prime contractors, both 
white- and minority-owned, are experienced at 
gaming the contracting system, as they are 
currently measured on efforts to hire MBE/ 
WBE subs, not how many they actually hire. 
“They don’t have to meet the goals. They just 
have to demonstrate good-faith efforts.” 

The idea of a full AISD HUB program was 
raised after the 2012 report, and Saldana 
argues that the NERA report gives the dis¬ 
trict the data tools to create one: ideally, as 
early as 2017, when the Dukes contract 
expires. However, he detects division on the 
board in adding a new program, and the effi¬ 
cacy of such programs. For example, the city 
of Austin established its Small and Minority 
Business program in the late Eighties, “and 
even they haven’t reached their goals.” 
However, Saldana said, if district staff can 
construct a well-defined program, operated 
by a small internal staff with external coun¬ 
sel, piggy-backing off the city’s HUB certifica¬ 
tion program, then the board can reach a 
consensus. - Richard Whittaker

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ACEVEDO: “DON’T BE GETTING PUBLICLY INTOXICATED” 


Feeling “safe” is relative, but according to Austin’s Police Chief Art 
Acevedo, “you should never feel 100 percent safe.” 

His statement was published first in a KXAN story in November, but 
gained widespread attention when it was quoted in a Dec. 14 KUT 
article, addressing a report on alleged sexual assaults by transporta¬ 
tion network company (TNC) - i.e., Uber and 
Lyft - drivers. Since April there have been 
at least seven assaults by TNC drivers 
reported to the Austin Police Department, 
leading advocates to call for more extensive 
background checks for these drivers. 

Acevedo sidestepped the issue of finger¬ 
printing TNC employees, and instead took 
the opportunity to point a finger at potential 
victims of sexual assaults. “[People] apt to 
commit a crime, look for easy targets ... and 
more importantly I always talk about, don’t 
be getting publicly intoxicated. It makes you 
really a target for people to really take 
advantage of you.” 

In a city famous for its bar scene, telling 
people to drink less could be considered a waste of breath. But sim¬ 
ply wasting breath would have been better than what Acevedo actually 
did, promoting a common victim-blaming trope about survivors of rape 
and sexual assault. 

When asked for clarification, Acevedo wrote in an email to the 
Chronicle : “For years I have talked about how criminals prey on peo¬ 
ple they think will be easy targets. Consequently we have a high num¬ 



ber of individuals who become intoxicated in public and end up being 
targeted for violent crime. My point is not to judge or discourage vic¬ 
tims of violent crimes to report a crime, instead I hope to influence 
people to be aware of what goes on in our city and all big cities.” 

However, victim-blaming is part of the reason survivors of sexual 

assault don’t always come forward. Acevedo 
goes on to highlight “victims of robbery and 
assault” who “are specifically targeted 
because of intoxication,” but never address¬ 
es rape survivors - the original cause of this 
discussion. By this omission Acevedo has 
once again placed the responsibility of being 
(or not being) raped on the would-be victim, 
not the perpetrator. 

“[A] victim is never responsible for an 
assault,” says SafePlace Director of 
Community Advocacy Emily LeBlanc (also 
quoted in the KUT article). “We cannot begin 
to address the epidemic of sexual assault 
until we as a community are willing to face 
the hard questions of how to prevent young 
men from becoming perpetrators. Prevention starts long before any¬ 
one orders a drink or an Uber.” 

In the context of TNCs, intoxicated people choose to summon a car 
in order to avoid drunk driving. They should not be punished for mak¬ 
ing the decision to not drink and drive by being raped by their Uber 
driver. Those same survivors should most definitely not be shamed 
and held responsible for being assaulted. - Sarah Marloff 


Speakers Testify Against Detention Facility Relicensing 


Public testimony having concluded at the close of 
business Monday, officials from the Texas Department 
of Family & Protective Services (DFPS) will now 
embark on an open-ended deliberation period in 
which the agency will consider whether to approve 
two private detention facilities - run by for-profit 
corporations in cooperation with the Homeland 
Security’s Immigration & Customs Enforcement 
division - as licensed residential centers for undocu¬ 
mented children. 

The proposed relicensing comes in the wake of an 
eventful half-year that began in July, when California 
District Judge Dolly M. Gee ordered that migrant chil¬ 
dren be released from family detention centers. The 
conditions, she decided, were in violation of an agree¬ 
ment that barred children from being held in unli¬ 
censed facilities. DFPS’s response was to convert the 
two facilities, the South Texas Family Residential 
Center in Dilley and the Karnes County Residential 
Center in Karnes City, into licensed child-care centers - 


though the change would be made in name only, not 
practice. Local advocacy group Grassroots Leadership 
won a temporary injunction to stop the relicensing in 
November to allow for public testimony. 

A hearing on the issue occurred Wednesday at the 
DFPS building on 51st Street. There, people ranging 
from immigration rights attorneys to women who’ve 
spent time in the two facilities spoke to the unseemly 
conditions and forceful, neglecting oversight provided 
by facility officials, to convey just how unfit each loca¬ 
tion is for children. Children are moved around like 
inventory, many testified, told to learn without any¬ 
thing close to necessary resources. They’re separated 
from their mothers, and often sleep in close proximity 
to other kids they barely know. Attorney Virginia Ray¬ 
mond stressed how child care should be about foster¬ 
ing a “healthy, normal, joyful development” into adult¬ 
hood. The next person to speak, psychotherapist 
Satsuki Ina, equated the two facilities to the Japanese 
internment camp she was born into in 1944. 


The hearing lasted nearly four hours and featured 
42 speakers - all against the proposed relicensing. As 
expected, those seated along the dais offered no sort 
of response. A spokesperson for DFPS said it could be 
another week or longer before a final count of written 
testimony is tallied. - Chase Hoffberger 


Countdown to 
Open Carry 

Earlier this month, members of the Austin 
Police Department presented to the city’s Public 
Safety Commission the department’s plans to 
police those carrying handguns after the Jan. 1, 
2016 implementation of House Bill 910, which 
allows those with concealed handgun licenses to 
carry unconcealed, holstered handguns in public 
places. Big picture: Police will interact with gun 
possessors much in the same way they have 
before. New twist: Because it’s in a holster and 
not under your T-shirt, each cop’s more likely to 
know now if you’ve got a gun. 

Though officers retain the right to approach 
any gun-totin’ citizen and ask if they’ve got the 
necessary licensing to continue totin’ that there 
gun, confiscation can only happen if the officer 
“reasonably believes” it’s in the best interest of 
safety. Those situations, said Officer Michael 
Barker, get broken down into two police categori¬ 
zations: “hotshots,” which are any calls to APD in 
which a gun is “being handled, brandished, or 
used in a threatening manner, or the gun carrier is 
involved in a disturbance”; and “urgent,” mean¬ 
ing any call regarding a gun being displayed - 
hazardously or not - in or near a “vulnerable facil¬ 
ity” or “critical infrastructure.” Barker said an 
example of those two entities would be something 
like a school. 

“We’re not going to walk up on the street to 
anybody who’s open carrying and ask for their 
license,” he said. “If someone’s not doing anything 
wrong, it’s going to be perfectly within the law to 
have them open carry. It’s going to be more or less 
when we can articulate reasonable suspicion, 
based on the fact that something out of the ordi¬ 
nary is occurring with them or we can connect the 
suspect to suspicious activity.” - C.H. 
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Memo to future presidential candidates 
from Ted Cruz: 1) If you’re going to issue an 
autobiography to promote your campaign; 
and 2) if your book highlights your father’s 
heroic adventures in the 1950s Cuban 
Revolution as a testament to your own val¬ 
ues and courage; and 3) if you’re going to 
grandiosely title your book A Time for Truth - 
you really need to fact-check your father’s old 
war stories, because if you don’t, some 
snooping reporter will. 

Indeed, Jason Horowitz of The New York 
Times interviewed dozens of Cuba’s revolu¬ 
tionary veterans and some childhood friends 
of Ted’s father, Rafael. Turns out Daddy was 
more of a fibber than a fighter. For example, 
in his frequent speeches for his son’s cam¬ 
paign, Rafael enthralls Republican audiences 
with a vivid recounting of being a rebel com¬ 
batant in the watershed Battle of Santiago, 
led by revolutionary hero Frank Pais. “I knew 
Frank Pais personally,” the elder Cruz says in 


speeches, “I saw him 12 hours before he 
was killed.” 

Ted includes this dramatic moment in A 
Time for Truth - but there’s no truth to it! 

Pafs was not killed in that battle or in Santi¬ 
ago. He was executed elsewhere seven 
months later by the Cuban dictatorship. And 
none of the veterans remember Rafael Cruz 
at all, nor could Rafael provide a single name 
to the Times of the rebel comrades he claims 
to have fought beside. 

Also, Ted’s book hails his father as a rebel 
saboteur, and Rafael’s speeches are laced 
with flashy reminiscences of gun running and 
throwing Molotov cocktails. Again, though, 
when pressed by the Times, the yarn spinner 
could not come up with any specific acts of 
sabotage he performed or recall any targets 
of his cocktail tossings. 

No wonder Ted is infamous as a prevarica¬ 
tor, con artist, and outright liar - he’s a chip 
off the old block!

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ast Saturday, Dec. 12, Austin was 
weird - even weirder than usual. 
There were real guns - hand¬ 
guns, an MP5, and AK-47 and AR-15 rifles 

- openly carried down the Drag past the 
University of Texas’ West Campus. One 
participant, in what was billed as an open 
carry walk, wore a full Army-looking getup; 
another wore an InfoWars shirt about the 
“dangers” of fluoride; a UT alum wore a 
business suit with his MP5 as an accessory; 
others wore shirts with slogans like “Proud 
Member of the Terrorist Watch List.” There 
were American flags as well as signs that 
read “10 Minutes vs. 10 Seconds” (refer¬ 
ring to the alleged police response time in 
the event of a shooting) and “To Conquer 
a Nation, First Disarm Its Citizens,” that 
latter quote misattributed to Adolf Hitler. 
Later in the day there was a mock mass 
shooting, complete with cardboard guns 
and ketchup (serving as fake blood). And 
that was the smaller “Life and Liberty 
Walk to End Gun Free Zones,” in which 
only about a dozen people participated, 
organized by Murdoch Pizgatti (an alias; 
his real name is Zach Horton), head of both 
DontComply.com and Come and Take It 
Texas. (Notably, the number of police and 
media seemed to dwarf the number of pro¬ 
testers by at least four-to-one.) 

There was more variation among the 
hundred or so participants opposing the 
pro-gun demonstrators, but no less enter¬ 
tainment value. Due to a planned “Mass 
Farting” protest, there was an onslaught 
of fake flatulence and penises - fart 
machines, phone apps that made fart nois¬ 
es, whoopee cushions, a wide variety of dil- 
dos, and even a bike with a stereo system 
that played beats made exclusively from 
a variety of farting noises. One protester 
dressed up as Santa; UT student Grace 
Gilker wore a shirt with the words “You’re 
Embarrassing” written on it; others wore 
their orange “Gun Free UT” shirts. One 
of the very first non-media, non-gun-nuts 
to show up was UT student Karthik Raja, 
who brought along popcorn to watch the 
entertainment, explaining, “There are 
three hours until the basketball game.” 
A separate protest, which received less 
media attention, took place at the United 
Methodist Church with Rev. John Elford 
leading prayer. 

The open carry walk went as planned. 
After doing some interviews with the 
media, the group went down Guadalupe 
(where they were first met by protesters) 
before returning via San Antonio Street. 
Back at the garage, Pizgatti announced 
that the group was going to take a lunch 
break before staging their mock shooting at 
2:30pm near the West Mall. 

Given that most publicity stunts are 
aimed at achieving the most publicity pos¬ 
sible, almost all of the journalists covering 
the event - including those for the Chronicle 

- took the group at its word, and took advan¬ 
tage of the break to find a place to charge 
our phones, grab lunch, and whatnot. 

But that’s when things got weird (or, to be 
more accurate, weirder). 


chalk outlines of their bodies on the side¬ 
walk. (The chalk was later washed off the 
sidewalk by Rev. Beth Magill of the nearby 
Episcopal Student Center.) Those wonder¬ 
ing what a mock mass shooting looks like 
would have to be content with video taken 


In the video of the “theatrical perfor¬ 
mance,” as they called it, the “bad guy” 
actors wore hoodies, bandannas, and 
Sharpied “thug” tattoos (“because criminals 
have tattoos,” one of the actors explained). 
One man had cornrows. Asked about the

costumes, Pizgatti praised his fellow activ¬ 
ists, and claimed “they were responsible 
for their own costumes,” and they “had 
nothing to do with race, at all. ... Obviously, 
we’re not trying to stereotype.” (It’s a good 
thing Pizgatti rejects stereotypes, because 
if the Chronicle were going to stereotype, 
we’d say that white men openly carrying 
guns look a lot more like typical mass 
shooters than people in hoodies sporting 
tattoos.) Notably, the “victims” in the mock 
shooting were wearing fake orange “Gun 
Free UT” shirts, pretending to scream and 
cry (when they weren’t suppressing their 
giggles), while they huddled behind a man 
holding a “Gun Free Zone” sign before 
being “gunned down.” 

Waiting at the scene to take questions, 
Pizgatti was openly carrying a handgun, 
despite the fact that open carry of hand¬ 
guns will not be legal until January. Citing a 
2013 law, Pizgatti claimed that his handgun 
was “accidentally” exposed, and therefore 
not illegal - “whoops,” he joked. 

The organizers said that the switch in 
locations had been planned all along and 
was used to emphasize the slow response 
time of the police and the media dur¬ 
ing real-life mass shootings, which is their 
claimed rationale for the need to “ban gun- 
free zones.” 

However, the few journalists who were 
there in time to witness the staging were 
told a different story - that the switch 
was much more spur-of-the-moment. “[This 
wasn’t the plan] at the beginning of the 
week, no,” Pizgatti’s brother Phoenix Hor¬ 
ton told the Daily Beast’s Pete Freedman, 
adding: “But we had audio elements with 
our demonstration, and if we were being 
harassed, people wouldn’t hear us. This still 
proves our point. It’s still a success overall 
to start that conversation.” The Chronicle 
asked Pizgatti about the claims on Sunday. 
While he said they had checked out a few 
potential spots beforehand, he admitted 
he would’ve preferred to have their mock 
shooting near the West Mall, as originally 
planned, “but these protesters said that 
their only goal is to disrupt [our protest].” 

While some protesters saw the relocation 
as an attempt to avoid engagement with 
people who disagreed, Pizgatti saw his deci¬ 
sion as a way to “take the high road. ... By 
going down there to the West Mall, nothing 
would’ve happened except for a nice con¬ 
frontation for the media to cover, you know, 
all types of fart noises and phalluses.” While 
the Chronicle remains unsure if openly car¬ 
rying guns can be considered a “high road” 
over harmless sex toys and fart sounds, 
Pizgatti was right that the protesters want¬ 
ed to disrupt his event. They managed to 
succeed somewhat: At one point when most 
people on both sides had left, Pizgatti was 
interrupted by fart noises and shouts while 
giving interviews to the media. 


Let’s Go Gun Crazy 

UT’s campus carry debate explodes

Shortly after 2pm, the Life and Liberty 
Walk posted on their Facebook page: “Live 
demonstration at the corner of Whitis and 
27th Street.” Their reasoning? “Because 
mass shootings are not advertised.” 

By the time most of the journalists and 
protesters made it to the scene, the stag¬ 
ing had already occurred, leaving nothing 
to see but ketchup-covered “victims” and 


by the group, live-streamed on YouTube 
and later posted on Facebook. 

Seemingly more concerned with promot¬ 
ing his specific organizations rather than 
supporting the gun rights movement as a 
whole, Pizgatti didn’t mind the press miss¬ 
ing the event: “We weren’t there for an audi¬ 
ence; we were there for a message. We were 
there to get a nice, clean recording of the 
video without interruptions.”

to the large crowd of farters, Dobbs, a gun 
owner himself, said, “This isn’t about guns 
necessarily. This is about scaring our com¬ 
munity.” With a mix of passion and amuse¬ 
ment, he told the crowd, “I choose to believe 
that fear is not the solution to the threat of 
our time. That laughing in the face of fear 
is a courageous act and toting a gun around 
everywhere you go, maybe not so much.” 
Why farts of all things? “These people are 
being assholes, so we spoke the language of 
assholes,” Dobbs explained. 

So which side came out on top? It 
depends on whom you ask. 

The Life and Liberty Walk, according 
to Pizgatti, “went per¬ 
fect.” Matthew Short, 
another spokesman for 
DontComply.com and 
Come and Take It Texas, 
pointed out that “the 
fart and dildo crowd was 
screaming and shaking 
sex toys.” He wrote on 
Eacebook, “Seems to me 
they were less polite, and 
more disruptive. Than any¬ 
thing we did. I’m sure the 
press won’t report that. So 
who was more embarrass¬ 
ing? Screaming kids with 
sex toys, or the polite group 
telling the world not to be victims?” (To the 
rhetorical question, one UT student protest¬ 
er replied simply with “Still you.”) Pizgatti 
told the Chronicle, “In this instance, flatu¬ 
lence and phalluses couldn’t stop a mock 
mass shooting from happening; there’s no 
way that they could stop real bullets.” 

But other than the people who partici¬ 
pated in the mock shooting, almost every¬ 
one thought it was an embarrassment for 
Pizgatti and crew. 

Robert Oxford, who’s involved with 
Gun Free UT, said, “I think the real win¬ 
ners are the staff, faculty, and students who 
came here to win the day.” UT student gov¬ 
ernment President Xavier Rotnofsky and 


Vice President Rohit Mandalapu denounced 
the event on Facebook: “Today a group of 
armed white boys marched around campus 
with loaded semiautomatic rifles, cardboard 
handguns, and ketchup to exercise their 
constitutional right to apparently act like 
terrorists.” On Twitter, Campus (Dildo) Carry 
organizer Jessica Jin described it simply as 
“fucking rude.” As one would expect, many 
Gun Free UT members were furious, and felt 
“threatened by people who target us in this 
way,” as one wrote on Facebook. 

Before the event even took place, it was 
denounced far and wide. Earlier in the 
week, upon hearing “disturbing reports 
about a non-university group’s efforts to 
simulate gun violence 
against members of the 
UT community,” UT 
President Gregory Fenves 
said in a statement, “Such 
attitudes have no place 
at UT, and they reinforce 
my deep concerns about 
SB 11 and the potential 
impact that handguns 
will have on campus.” 
The Graduate Student 
Assembly Legislative 
Affairs Committee also 
released a statement con¬ 
demning the group. 

But perhaps what’s most 
surprising is the fact that even pro-gun 
activists slammed Pizgatti and his fellow 
protesters. The College Republicans at 
Texas, in their statement condemning the 
event, wrote that “these tactics only fuel 
anti-gun rhetoric,” adding that, “Staging 
a protest with fake blood and cardboard 
guns not only impairs our arguments but 
discounts the work of countless members of 
the Texas Legislature and gun rights activ¬ 
ists who have worked endlessly to pass the 
first legislation of this kind in Texas.” 

Wes Lewis, retired Students for Concealed 
Carry director of public relations, said 
“these so-called gun rights groups seem 
to be little more than anarchists cloaking

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their antics in the legitimacy of the Second 
Amendment.” Similarly, Michael Cargill, a 
strong supporter of campus carry and the 
owner of Central Texas Gun Works, called 
the protest “irresponsible” and “childish.” 
DontComply.com brushed off the wave of 
criticism by dismissing their detractors as 
“faint-of-heart” gun supporters. 

Of course, it should be noted that 
Murdoch Pizgatti doesn’t work with the 
more mainstream gun activists. His online 
radio program, called The Don’t Comply 
Show, is hosted by TalkNetwork.com, 
founded by Mike Adams, who deals with a 
variety of crazy ideas, from the “dangers” of 
fluoride to the “dangers” of “chemtrails” to 
the “dangers” of vaccines, to denial of the 
existence of AIDS, to 9/11 trutherism, to 
the belief that the Sandy Hook Elementary 
School shooting was 
a “false flag.” The 
Chronicle asked Pizgatti 
about how he feels 
about some of the ideas 
expressed by his associ¬ 
ates, but he didn’t seem 
very concerned. “You 
know, when it comes to 
the mass shootings and 
whether or not some¬ 
thing is a false flag incident or not is not 
my focus or concern.” Instead, he said, “the 
concern I have with those incidents is with 
how the government takes the crisis and 
turns it into a reason to take away liberties 
of the people.” 

GUNS IN CLASSROOMS 

Both the mock mass shooting and the 
mass farting response were announced 
Wednesday, Dec. 9. The next morn¬ 
ing, UT’s Campus Carry Policy Working 
Group released the results of its three- 
month study, recommending allowing guns 
in classrooms in accordance with Texas 
Senate Bill 11, which permits concealed 
handguns in public university campus 
buildings beginning on Aug. 1, 2016. 

Despite “the overwhelming sentiment 


on campus that concealed carry should not 
be permitted in classrooms,” the working 
group concluded that “excluding handguns 
from classrooms would have the effect of 
generally prohibiting license holders from 
carrying handguns and so would violate SB 
11.” The report has been criticized not only 
by Gun Free UT, which doesn’t want any 
guns on campus, let alone in classrooms, 
but also by campus carry supporters, who 
feel that the group has recommended too 
many restrictions on campus carry. 

To Steve Goode, UT law professor and 
chair of the working group, the criticisms 
come as no surprise. “I told President 
Fenves the day he asked me to do this, 
and I said to the working group the very 
first day we met, that it was my expecta¬ 
tion, at the end of the day, we would make 
everyone unhappy,” 
Goode recounted to the 
Chronicle. “And I think 
we succeeded.” 

Indeed, it seems even 
the working group was 
unhappy with the out¬ 
come: “Every member 
of the Working Group 
- including those who 
are gun owners and 
license holders - thinks it would be best 
if guns were not allowed in classrooms. 
Nevertheless, the Working Group does not 
recommend that classrooms should be des¬ 
ignated a gun-exclusion zone.” 

Some anti-campus-carry advocates, such 
as UT professor Jorge Canizares-Esguerra, 
were hoping that the working group would 
“challenge the law,” especially given their 
stated opposition to it. So why didn’t the 
group take a stand? “Well, the law was 
passed,” Goode emphasized. “We were 
asked by President Fenves to come up with 
recommendations that would both comply 
with the law and would make the campus as 
safe as possible - and that’s what we did.” 

The working group and Fenves are 
unquestionably stuck between a rock and

a hard place. The UT campus commu¬ 
nity is overwhelmingly opposed to the bill 
- from the student body to the faculty to 
UT System Chancellor William McRaven. 
Fenves has “deep concerns about SB 11 and 
the potential impact that handguns will 
have on campus.” Nevertheless, “his job is 
to implement the law. In that sense, there’s 
no opinion about that,” UT spokesman J.B. 
Bird told the Chronicle. 

"WE HOPE THAT MORE POSITIVE 
OUTCOMES ARE STILL POSSIBLE” 

The 19-member working group met 
weekly, hosted two public hearings attend¬ 
ed by 400 people, and reviewed over 3,300 
online responses. Of those, “a very substan¬ 
tial majority,” the group wrote, “expressed 
opposition to or serious misgivings about 
SB 11 and implementation of campus carry.” 

Mandalapu told the Chronicle, “As much 
as I would have liked to see all of campus 
being gun-free, I also understand that the 
Legislature does have some jurisdiction 
over the university.” At this point, Manda¬ 
lapu said, “It’s just wanting to implement it 
as safely as possible and making sure police 
and faculty/staff are as trained as possible. 
Hopefully some knight in shining armor 
can come along and challenge the law, but 
seeing as we are in Texas that doesn’t seem 
all that likely.” 

While the bill does allow public universi¬ 
ty presidents to establish “reasonable” gun- 
free zones, as long as guns aren’t “gener¬ 
ally” prohibited, state Sen. Brian Birdwell, 
the bill’s author, has made it clear that ban¬ 
ning guns in classrooms would not properly 
carry out the “legislative intent,” according 
to the Texas Tribune. As UT noted in a press 
release, “because attending class is central 
to most students’ daily lives, the Working 
Group said that barring handguns in class¬ 
rooms would have the effect of generally 
prohibiting students from carrying them.” 

However, the anti-campus carry move¬ 


ment isn’t convinced. The Graduate Student 
Assembly’s Legislative Affairs Committee 
wrote, “We believe the policy tools are avail¬ 
able under SB 11 to ensure gun-free class¬ 
rooms while still not having the effect of 
generally prohibiting guns on campus.” 
And Gun Free UT’s response was clear: “We 
categorically reject the recommendation 
that guns should be allowed in classrooms. 
... The purpose of the university is educa¬ 
tion and the creation of new knowledge. 
Allowing guns in the classroom under¬ 
mines that purpose by chilling free speech 
and infringing on academic freedom. The 
report has utterly failed to recommend poli¬ 
cies that will protect these treasured tradi¬ 


tions. We will defend our first amendment 
rights by every legal means possible.” Even 
back in October, multiple professors were 
considering legal challenges to the bill, but 
at this point, the details aren’t clear. Max 
Snodderly of Gun Free UT said, “Our legal 
planning depends on what actions Fenves 
and the Regents take. The situation is still 
undefined, and we hope that more positive 
outcomes are still possible.” 

Notably, the report did debunk a few 
claims that anti-campus carry advocates 
have been making. It concluded that there’s 
“little evidence of campus violence that 
can be directly linked to campus carry, and 
none that involves an intentional shoot¬ 
ing.” Addressing other concerns, the report 
noted: “We found that the evidence does not 
support the claim that a causal link exists 
between campus carry and an increased 


rate of sexual assault. We found no evidence 
that campus carry has caused an increase in 
suicide rates on campuses in other states.” 

EVERYONE’S A CRITIC 

Of course, campus carry advocates aren’t 
ecstatic about the report, either. While not¬ 
ing that the report featured “some of the fin¬ 
est research on the subject of licensed con¬ 
cealed carry on college campuses,” Students 
for Concealed Carry wrote that the report 
offers “two of the most poorly conceived rec¬ 
ommendations concerning the same.” SCC’s 
first concern is the recommendation that “a 
license holder who carries a semiautomatic 
handgun on campus must carry it without 


a chambered round of ammunition,” which, 
SCC argued, “flies in the face of the accept¬ 
ed best practices taught by every shooting 
school, police academy, and military branch 
in America.” This requirement of “having 
an empty chamber,” according to SCC, “can 
essentially render the defender’s handgun 
useless.” In contrast to that recommenda¬ 
tion, SCC said, “Texas universities should 
enact policies designed to help license hold¬ 
ers perform to the peak of their abilities, 
not policies that turn even the most experi¬ 
enced shooters into neophytes.” The College 
Republicans at Texas wrote that they “gen¬ 
erally support the recommendations,” but 
that the semiautomatic handgun recom¬ 
mendation “contradicts a well accepted best 
practice for concealed carry.” 

Those two groups share a second concern: 
The report recommends allowing university 


employees with single-occupant offices to 
determine whether to allow guns in their 
offices, adding that “An office occupant who 
chooses to exercise this discretion must 
provide oral notice that the concealed carry 
of a handgun in the occupant’s office is pro¬ 
hibited.” The College Republicans called the 
recommendation “ambiguous.” SCC elabo¬ 
rated, saying that letting professors pro¬ 
hibit guns in their offices would defeat the 
whole purpose of concealed carry, essentially 
requiring “any student with a concealed 
handgun license in the uncomfortable posi¬ 
tion of potentially having to inform a profes¬ 
sor - a professor who, by declaring his or 
her office ‘gun-free,’ has publicly announced 
his or her opposition to campus carry - that 
the student regularly carries a gun to class.” 
Because many members of the campus com¬ 
munity often need to enter “one or more 
private offices multiple times each day,” the 
group wrote, that recommendation “renders 
many faculty, staff, and students unable to 
carry a concealed handgun on campus at all.” 

In fact, those two recommendations, 
SCC claimed, “are not only bad” but also 
“discriminatory” and “dangerous.” They 
concluded with an appeal to Fenves: “If 
UT-Austin President Gregory Fenves wish¬ 
es to act responsibly, he will reject these 
two recommendations. If he does not, the 
policies will almost certainly face legal chal¬ 
lenges ... likely to succeed and likely to cost 
the university significant time and money.” 

So now what? After considering the work¬ 
ing group’s recommendations, Fenves will 
draft a plan, which he hopes to complete 
“in the near future.” That plan, along with 
plans from the other UT System campus 
presidents, will go to the UT System and 
the Legislature, likely by “early next year.” 
The UT System regents can then amend 
or reject the plan with a two-thirds vote. In 
the end, though, Bird said, “the only com¬ 
pletely firm date in the process is August 1, 
which is when the law goes into effect.” ■

UT CAMPUS CARRY WORKING GROUP RECOMMENDATIONS

• Classrooms should not be 
designated gun-exclusion 
zones, because that would 
have the effect of generally 
prohibiting license holders 
from carrying their hand¬ 
guns and so would violate 
SB 11. 

• License holders who carry 
a handgun on campus 
must carry it on or about 
their person at all times or 
secured in a locked vehicle. 

• Handguns must be carried 
in a holster that completely 
and securely covers the 
entire trigger guard area, 
even when subjected to 
unexpected jostling. 

• Semiautomatic handguns 
must be carried without 

a chambered round of 
ammunition. 


Exceptions 

Texas law will continue to prohibit concealed carry of handguns in 
certain on-campus locations. These include: 

• The premises of a pre-K through 12 school, such as UT 
Elementary School. 

• An area where a school activity is being conducted - for example, 
the Blanton Museum of Art when a public school field trip is being 
conducted there. 

• Sporting or interscholastic events, including all UT athletic events. 

The working group recommends concealed carry also be prohibited in: 

• Areas where state or federal law, licensing requirements, or con¬ 
tracts require guns be excluded - for example, child-care facilities, 
and the Nuclear Engineering Teaching Laboratory. 

• Patient-care areas, including mental health services - for example, 
the University Health Services and Counseling and Mental Health Center. 

• Areas where formal disciplinary or grievance hearings are being held. 

• Areas where the discharge of a firearm might cause great harm, 
such as labs with dangerous chemicals, biologic agents, or explosive 
agents, and around equipment incompatible with metallic objects, 
such asMRI machines. 

• Areas where a campus program for minors is conducted. 


Residence Halls 

• The concealed carry of handguns should be generally pro¬ 
hibited in on-campus residence halls. Except: Concealed 
carry should be permitted in common areas such as lounges, 
dining areas, and study areas; by a resident’s family mem¬ 
bers while visiting a child; and by staff members who are 
required to be in university housing as part of their employ¬ 
ment responsibilities. 

• Concealed carry should be allowed in University 
Apartments (“married student housing”). Residents who 
have handguns must store them in gun safes that meet 
specified standards conforming to Housing policy. 

Offices 

• In the case of a private office that’s not generally open to the 
public, the occupant may prohibit the concealed carry of 

a handgun in that office, by providing oral notice - “rather 
than written notice to avoid the proliferation of signage that 
would otherwise be required.” 

• If the occupant’s duties ordinarily entail meeting people who 
may be license holders, the occupant must arrange to meet 
them in another location. 


Additional 

Recommendations 

The university should: 

• Examine the level of resources 
devoted to mental health ser¬ 
vices and better publicize the 
services already available to the UT 
community. 

• Improve and publicize training 
materials on how to respond to an 
active shooter situation, and devel¬ 
op mandatory training materials 
for all students, staff, and faculty. 

• Gather and analyze data on the 
effects of campus carry, and sup¬ 
port the study of issues related to 
gun violence. 

• Make office space within gun- 
exclusion zones available to 
faculty and staff who do not have 
private offices, to be used for 
meetings on a scheduled basis. 
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After all, leeches are interesting and thus someone has to study them, and 
Mark Siddall, curator of invertebrates at the American Museum of Natural 
History, is that person. These leeches are easily found, but only in the rear 
ends of hippopotamuses, he noted, and told Wired.com in August that if a 
creature can exploit a niche others cannot, it has a monopoly on food. “The 
only part on the hippo that's vascularized enough to get a good blood meal 
[is] the rectal region." (Making life worse for these leeches, they lack the 
strong jaws of other leeches and must instead use a nose-like organ that, 
writes Wired, it “snakes" into the vascular tissue.) 


But Isn’t That Their Skill Set? 

In November, lawyer Michael Petersen of 
Appleton, Wis., was ordered by county judge 
Philip Kirk (in a sentence for contempt of 
court) to inform every client he acquires in 
the following 12 months that Petersen is a 
“crook,” “cheat,” “thief,” and “liar.” Kirk 
concluded that Peterson had lied about a 
plea deal with the prosecutor and created 
phony documents for backup, leading a cli¬ 
ent to plead guilty to armed robbery when 
the prosecutor said there was never such a 
deal. According to the Appleton Post 
Crescent, Kirk (after dressing down Petersen 
in colorful language) told him, “I want you to 
have as much business as a pimp in a nurs¬ 
ing home.” 


Can’t Possibly Be True 

Pastor Thom Miller, 60 (of the United 
Christian Ministries International in Mansfield, 
Ohio), told an international news crew recently 
that he had “married” his 19-year-old pregnant 
girlfriend (Reba Kerfoot), but that some in his 
congregation disapprove - because Miller is 
already married (though his incumbent wife, 
Belinda, 44, apparently does approve). Said 
Belinda, “Thom is the love of my life and Reba 
is the blessing of my life, so it all works.” Said 
Miller, “Sexually I have no preference and look 
forward to my time alone with both wives.” 
(Bonuses: 1) Miller was an enforcer for orga¬ 
nized crime in Cleveland until he “found God” 
in prison. 2) He is annoyed that Ohio recogniz¬ 
es same-sex marriage but not polygamy. 3) The 


local Mansfield News Journal was apparently 
scooped on the story but is now catching up.) 

Mexican artist Renato Garza Cervera’s 
work usually involves realistic-looking figures 
created to startle (e.g., a “piggy bank” as a 
scowling hog of a man down on all fours), but 
his recent “gang member” floor rugs seem a 
career peak. Rejecting bear rugs and lion 
rugs, Cervera’s “Of Genuine Contemporary 
Beast” project features exquisitely construct¬ 
ed, life-size, snarling, naked, heavily tattooed 
men’s bodies (as if skinned) as rugs, repre¬ 
senting “modern” beasts - Salvadoran gang 
members. Actually, Cervera told Vice.com he 
intended sympathy: “Societies always invent 
new beasts in order to make others respon¬ 
sible for their problems.” 

Las Vegas police continue to investigate 
Kimberly Knight after a video surfaced on 
her fetish pornography website purporting to 
be of a medical doctor performing a breast- 
enlargement procedure and then immediate¬ 
ly having sex with the patient. KTNV-TV has 
questioned Knight on the authenticity of the 
claims, and she seemed to back off slightly, 
describing the surgeon as a “medical stu¬ 
dent,” then characterizing the whole thing as 
a “mistake.” As of early December, Knight 
had not been charged with a crime.

Refuge for Misfit Toys 

WITH PEOPLE OF COLOR CHRISTMAS, CHRISTINE 
HOANG MAKES A SAFE PLACE FOR THE DIFFERENT

party thrown by Regina, who creates “a safe 
place in her home where we can hang out 
and steal Christmas gifts from each other 
and eat cookies and celebrate our version of 
Christmas together.” As three of them belong 
to a singing group and are, in Hoang’s words, 
“hams,” they’ll sing “at the drop of a hat,” 
with many of their shared private jokes taking 
the form of songs: raps or a cappella tunes. 
(Art follows life here, as some of what the 
friends sing was developed by the actors who 
play them; Hoang and Michelle Alexander 
helped arrange a few a cappella numbers, 
and Kevin Andrew Grant co-created two hip- 
hop songs with music director Bryan King.) 

As the play’s title suggests, the actors are 
Asian-American, Latino, and black - reflect¬ 
ing Hoang’s desire to “shine light on diverse 
stories through theatre, film, and music” and 
connect different kinds of people through 
storytelling. Her company’s name, Color Arc 
Productions, was inspired by the rainbow, for 
its existing association with diversity and the 
idea of an illuminated bridge. But Hoang’s 
reimagined rainbow has hues drawn from 
“diverse skin tones in the community.” Its 
logo turns the rainbow on its side to form the 
C in Color Arc, but also a crescent - a nod to 
Hoang’s hometown of New Orleans. 

Launching her own production company is 
something “I never, ever, ever thought I would 
do,” Hoang says. After minoring in theatre 
at Louisiana State University (her major was 
English lit), she left the stage behind. “I took 
the safe route,” she says. “Like many first- 
generation Americans/children of refugees, I 
chose a career path that was safe and stable 
and less taxing than the low-paying jobs avail¬ 
able to my Vietnamese refugee parents. I went 
to law school and became an attorney.” Now, 
Hoang is entering what she calls the “born- 
again artist” chapter of her life. Grants from 
the city’s Cultural Arts Division and the Creative 
Fund to support People of Color Christmas have 
boosted her confidence and helped her feel 
“that maybe my ideas had merit. Maybe I could 
continue to create. Maybe I could be the artist 
I was starting to become in college, the artist I 
suppressed for years.” ■

When Christine Hoang calls char¬ 
acters in her play People of Color 
Christmas: The White Elephant in 
the Room “misfit toys,” she isn’t 
just tossing off the phrase. This 
Vietnamese-American theatre art¬ 
ist watched her share of TV holiday 
specials as a kid, and the ones that 
most spoke to her were A Charlie 
Brown Christmas and Rudolph the 
Red-Nosed Reindeer. “Both feature 
underdogs,” she says. “The scene in 
Charlie Brown that resonated most 
with me was when Charlie Brown 
does his best to pick a Christmas 
tree for the school play. He is really 
excited about the humble tree he 
picked. But when he brings it to his 
schoolmates, they all taunt him. 

‘Boy, are you stupid, Charlie Brown. 

You were supposed to get a good 
tree. Can you even tell a good tree 
from a poor tree? You’re hopeless, 

Charlie Brown.’ With Rudolph, he 
gets teased for looking different 
than everyone else. And he finds 
himself in the land of misfit toys.” 

Hoang knew all about looking dif¬ 
ferent and not fitting in. Her parents 
had come to the U.S. as refugees, and build¬ 
ing a life for themselves and their five children 
meant the two of them working three full-time 
jobs to clear $45,000 a year. Hoang recalls 
receiving a Christmas gift from them when she 
was in third grade: a pencil sharpener topped 
with an owl in a graduation cap. It wasn’t 
much - she’d seen one in the “under $5” sec¬ 
tion at Spencer’s Gifts - but it was a big deal 
because gift-giving at Christmas wasn’t part 
of her parents’ tradition. “In Vietnam, the big 
holiday was Lunar New Year, when kids would 
get gifts of lucky money in red envelopes,” 
Hoang says. As kids, her parents celebrated 
Christmas by going to church with their devout 
Roman Catholic families. Still, Hoang had her 
heart set on a teddy bear, and she’d been 
especially good so Santa would bring her one: 
doing all her homework, helping her mom 
around the house, being extra kind to her little 
brother. “And every night, I said a little prayer, 
hoping God would let Santa know what I want¬ 
ed for Christmas.” When no bear came, Hoang 
went to her room, closed the door, buried her 
face in her pillow, and cried. “I realized that 
Santa Claus wasn’t real.” 

The pain of that experience was doubled 
back at school when Hoang’s teacher had 
each student write an essay on “What I Got 


for Christmas” and read it to the class. One 
bragged about getting a boombox, one com¬ 
plained about receiving sweaters. “Then it 
was my turn,” Hoang says. “I did my best to 
describe how cute the owl figurine was, to make 
it sound adorable and [like] something that 
would pass as a good Christmas present. But 
when I got to the last paragraph, I couldn’t read 
it. Tears started to well in my eyes. My throat 
was choked and sore from the emotions I was 
suppressing. I didn’t want to tell my classmates 
that all I got that Christmas was a pencil sharp¬ 
ener. So I just cried. I didn’t want them to think 
my parents didn’t love me because they did. I 
didn’t want them to think my parents were poor. 

I didn’t want them to make fun of me or think I 
was inadequate. But I felt that inadequate, as if 
I had a red nose or had selected the worst tree 
for the Christmas play.” 

Hoang has tapped that feeling for her 
holiday comedy, which presents characters 
who, she says, “were all teased as kids, and 
as adults still experience things that make 
us feel that we don’t fit into the mainstream. 
But we misfit toys found each other.” In the 
play, they gather at an annual White Elephant

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Lisa’s Song 

Lisa Scheps’ Ground Floor Theatre shines a light 
on the underrepresented

The dreamlike haze fades, the stage lights come up, and onto the playing space 
steps Lisa Scheps. Classy and a bit sassy, this woman of the theatre stands at 
center and begins her melody, a symbolic tune for communities too little seen on 
the stage. The spotlight shifts from Scheps to the audience, illuminating a sea of 
faces of all ages and from all cultures. The light shifts again, and a play begins: 
an original work created and performed by an underrepresented community. 
The people in the audience are profoundly moved, enlightened, inspired. As they 
walk out of the theatre exchanging thoughts and feelings about the show, the 
spotlight returns to Scheps watching this beautifully diverse group. She smiles, 
knowing that the space around her has made an indelible mark on everyone 
who’s been in it - artists and audience alike. 


This is a dream, but the reality of it can 
be seen in the work Scheps does every day 
as founder and director of Austin’s Ground 
Floor Theatre. Scheps opened this 120-seat 
black box performance space on the 
Eastside in December 2014, and in its first 
year her nonprofit venue has already been 
home to more than 40 different productions 
highlighting voices by and for underrepre¬ 
sented communities, including women, 
LGBT, the differently abled, and people of 
diverse ages and cultural backgrounds. 

From the moment she jumps out of her 
brown Mini Cooper in front of the converted 
warehouse on Springdale Road, Scheps is 
sucked into the constant chaos of phone 
calls, meetings, productions, and never- 
ending renovations. The theatre, her sec¬ 
ond home, requires all of her attention. 
Even Sofi, her Petit Basset Griffon Vendeen 
dog, is left to watch as Scheps scrambles 
around with limitless energy. 

Armed with conviction and purpose, 
Scheps and her co-director, Patti Neff-Tiven, 
are carpenters, secretaries, and directors, as 
needed. “We’ll do any¬ 
thing,” Neff-Tiven says. 

“We’ll be here every sin¬ 
gle day doing everything 
that needs to be done, 
from cleaning toilets to 
lighting the show, direct¬ 
ing, whatever it is.” You 
might not expect a 
woman with a perfectly 
groomed French mani¬ 
cure to be scrubbing toi¬ 
lets, but Scheps does 
because this theatre mat¬ 
ters that much to her. 

But theatre has always 
mattered to Scheps. 

Growing up in an upper- 
middle-class, privileged 
family in Houston, 

Scheps quit everything 
she tried from swim¬ 
ming to piano lessons 
until she found her true 
calling at the age of 9 at 
the Alley Theatre school. 

And it was Chris Wilson, 
aka “Mama Bear,” who 
ran an after school pro¬ 
gram there called Studio 
7, that proved the big¬ 
gest influence on the 
young Scheps. 

“She treated us kids 
like adults,” Scheps recalls. “She instilled 
in us the importance of discipline in this 
artistic medium. At the same time, she 
nursed us and nursed our art.” Scheps got 
so much out of working with Mama Bear 
that she stayed with Studio 7 from age 11 
through high school. 

“She’s always been involved in theatre in 
one way or another,” says Lee Blaine, 57, 
who’s known Scheps since sixth grade. “In 
high school, we formed a company called 
Bad Productions. We gave the company that 
name, that way we could say, ‘We told you at 
the beginning it was a bad production,”’ he 
says, laughing. 


Scheps left Houston to study theatre at 
North Texas State University (now the 
University of North Texas), but she only 
lasted a year before the lure of New York 
City proved irresistible. On June 21, 1977, 
Scheps and a friend left to take a bite of the 
Big Apple. She was able to find work in 
theatre and soon proclaimed herself a New 
Yorker. Now, she speaks of her time there as 
some of her “best decades.” 

In 1994, Scheps moved to Chicago to start 
her own theatre company. She founded 
Concentrix Corp., a business theatre (used 
to market products and services to industry 
professionals), and it was a success. 

But behind the successful theatre profes¬ 
sional was a person who had not been open 
to everyone about her gender identity. 
Blaine claims that Scheps has always been 
somewhat guarded and that she hadn’t told 
him about her transition until well after his 
wedding in 1998. “I was embarrassed to not 
have picked up on it,” he says. “She did her 
best to hide [her transition] from everyone. 
It was obvious she was concerned about a 
backlash, about being 
judged or shut out. I like 
to think she knew in her 
heart I would always be 
her friend.” 

Some people were more 
accepting of Scheps’ tran¬ 
sition than others. In 
2000, she decided to begin 
living openly as a woman 
and disclosed her transi- 
_ tion to her business part- 
* ners. According to 
^ Scheps, they didn’t accept 
| her gender expression 
s and bought her out of her 
company. She refers to 
their response as “a hos¬ 
tile takeover.” 

Scheps felt her life hit 
rock bottom, and it made 
her understand what life 
was like on the other side 
of the tracks in a way she 
hadn’t before: “I was one 
of those people that said 
you could do anything in 
this country if you just 
pulled yourself up by 
your bootstraps. I didn’t 
see the forces lifting me 
up. I didn’t see that other 
people didn’t have those 
forces. Not only did they 
not have those lifts, they had the opposite 
forces, forcing them down. It wasn’t until I 
transitioned that I saw all that.” 

The anguish of the experience propelled 
Scheps to start making a difference in 
other people’s lives. She added “advocate” 
to her resume and started working in the 
political arena. After moving to Austin in 
2002, her empathy as witness and victim of 
discrimination against the LGBT commu¬ 
nity, especially trans folks, led Scheps to 
found the Transgender Education Network 
of Texas. 

“She’s dealing with stuff that’s far great¬ 
er than what I’ve had to deal with,” says

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Blaine. “I believe that the world changes by 
those who show up. I have been very proud 
of her for the issues she’s been confronting. 
She’s got a heck of a lot of guts.” 

Still, always calling to Scheps was the 
medium she loves most: theatre. She start¬ 
ed a KOOP radio show, OffStage and on the 
Air, to have a forum for talking about advo¬ 
cacy issues and theatre. But that wasn’t 
enough. She opened a space, play! Theatre, 
on East 12th in 2005, but it lasted just a year. 
Then, in 2014, she wanted to try running a 
theatre again, only this time she planned to 
merge it with her interest in advocacy. 

Heather Barfield of the Austin Creative 
Alliance, a group that advocates and helps 
to advance Austin’s creative and cultural 
communities, is glad that the little theatre 
with a big mission is here. “Austin is los¬ 
ing a lot of performance spaces. It’s a big 
deal that there is another venue,” she 
says. “And specifically with Lisa, she’s 
interested in putting on shows about com¬ 
munities whose voices and stories are not 
as readily available or not often performed. 
That’s been part of her mission: to give 
them a performance space to express 
themselves, which this community very 
much needed.” 

Ground Floor opened Dec. 9, 2014, but 
May 28, 2015, may be a more significant 
date. TILT Performance Group presented 
The Flip Side, a collection of six 10-minute 
plays all told from the vantage points of 
people discriminated against as “different/ 


other.” As Scheps watched its cast of differ- 
ently-abled actors perform, she came to a 
powerful realization about Ground Floor’s 
potential to help the underrepresented. “No 
one coddled them. They were treated like 
any other performer,” she says. “It was 
really incredible to see. I knew we had the 
right mission at that point.” 

Scheps sees her craft as a tool for driving 
emotion and change, but downplays her 
efforts as a transgender theatre director. 
“I’m far from revolutionary, really,” she 
says. “I’m mainstream, but theatre can 
cause revolution. I’m not going to be doing 
shocking theatre, but I want to do theatre 
that says something, that speaks, that 
causes people to think.” 

Scheps plans to stay in this location and 
keep to that mission for the long haul. With 
TLC and fundraising, Ground Floor has 
made it through its first year. And Scheps 
has ambitions for the future. She says that 
in five years, the theatre won’t be charging 
people to see their shows. “I’m seeing theat¬ 
rical artwork with the notion of taking it to 
the streets and leaving these walls. We will 
be serving the underserved 52 weeks a year. 
Our vision is theatre for everyone,” she 
says, almost singing it with excitement. 

The name may be “Ground Floor 
Theatre,” but this space has served to ele¬ 
vate the spirits of Austin’s underrepre¬ 
sented communities. The lights do not dim 
and the curtains never seem to close in 
Scheps’ presence. ■

It’s interesting that so much overlap exists 
between the theatre arts and nerd culture. 
That’s an informal observation, mind you, 
but experience says that an awful lot of 
theatre artists get really excited by sci-fi, 


comic books, and role-playing games, and 
a lot of nerds are former high school drama 
kids who still enjoy dressing up and telling 
stories. Could it be that they have something 
in common? Ah yes: creating costumes and

alternate worlds to tell stories that deliver 
meaning to a community! 

The Rude Mechs, ever ones to play with 
form and structure, take advantage of the 
ways in which stories are created in role- 
playing games like Dungeons & Dragons 
(in which a game master rolls the dice and 
keeps track of the group’s adventure) with 
their play Now Now Oh 
Now. As a collaborative 
theatre collective, they 
create worlds and plays 
and stories as a team 
anyway, as evidenced by 
the overlapping and confusing list of credits 
in the program. Here they take that common¬ 
ality and run with it, seeking out conclusions 
about beauty, mortality, and how we become 
who we are in each moment. 

At the opening of the play, the audience 
is informed that they will watch a group of 
role-playing gamers who are far along into a 
shared adventure in their made-up world. The 
ensemble solves puzzles and devises new 
plot twists to defeat its enemy. The names 
of characters and places aren’t as important 
as understanding that this flawed group of 


people are doing pretty well, but then conflict 
arises that brings their world of imagination 
to an end. 

At that point, the playing space becomes 
a space for the audience to explore and 
engage in their own quest. To say much more 
would be to spoil the pleasure of surprise, so 
instead, for those who attend, be prepared to 
collaborate yourselves. 

The current production is a revival, and 
the show has evolved since its premiere to 
become tighter and more 
coherent. The reordering 
of scenes and a signifi¬ 
cant rewrite of one major 
section have clarified the 
central ideas of the play. 
The tech remains impressive, and the list of 
those who designed and built the show is 
very long. 

All elements point to the transience 
of each passing moment, and of all our 
moments added up. In this show, we are both 
audience and storyteller, observer and player. 
An audience comes to the theatre in search 
of truth, beauty, or both (a recurring theme in 
the company’s work); a player seeks to create 
them. The show would lead us to believe that 
the search for beauty leads us down paths 
we might otherwise never have taken.

They look a little scruffy, to be honest. 

Worn jeans and work shirts, a hoodie here, a 
gimme cap there. Small pots and skillets to 
cook in. Thin blankets to cover themselves as 
they sleep under the stars, the only pillows 
for their heads their weathered suitcases. 

And that one guy with the ratty gray mane 
and Old Testament-prophet beard - you can 
see the stink on him, and from a mile away. 
These hardly look like the regal figures of a 
religious pageant. 

But then one speaks of their search for the 
Christ child, and things click into place. These 


are the shepherds of the Nativity story, those 
people of the working class who were modest 
of means by worldly measure, but exceedingly 
rich in faith. They seek the newborn Son of 
God because that faith compels them to, and 
part of their place in the tale is to help show 
us how He comes not in the form of a king 
but as a common man. Royalty may kneel 
before the babe, but He sleeps on hay in a 
manger, as with those of humble birth, and 
He is one of them. 

La Pastorela gives us the Christmas story 
from the viewpoint of the shepherds as they 


make their long pilgrimage to see the infant 
Jesus, determined but also weary and beset by 
devils - literally - who tempt them to abandon 
their holy path. Teatro Vivo’s current take on 
this 500-year-old, continuously reinvented yule- 
tide drama is much in keeping with the lowly 
status of its wayfaring protagonists. In addition 
to their humble clothes (supplied by costume 
designer Anya Reyes), the set by Zac Crofford 
is a simple structure of plywood platforms with 
burlap netting laid over them to suggest rocky 
desert terrain. There’s no attempt to disguise 
its plainness or rough edges, as there isn’t 
with the shepherds, and you can imagine it 
being their own handiwork, built with the same 
spirit that drives them as they 
watch their flocks: unassum¬ 
ing, conscientious, steadfast. 

That spirit pervades the 
whole show, even when it’s 
being jokey - which is much of 
the time. Rupert Reyes, who 
penned the script and staged 
the production, gives his dev¬ 
ils ample room for comic mockery (with Adam 
Martinez making the most of his opportuni¬ 
ties, especially as a low-rent lowrider whose 
vehicle is a plastic kiddie car tied around his 
waist), but he allows the angels their fun, too. 
When Andie Flores’ glittery San Miguel spreads 
her shiny, translucent butterfly wings, she 
becomes a dancing diva, and you know there’s 
no way that Jesus I. Valles-Morales’ Luzbel, 


fierce and menacing and glitter-coated as he 
is, can best her. The whole dance-floor show¬ 
down is a hoot, as is the gift of a dance that 
that stinky Hermit (Donato Rodriguez, gruff and 
sweet in equal measure) gives to the Christ 
child (it’s James Brown’s “Get Up Offa That 
Thing”). But the humor comes from a place of 
playfulness rather than ridicule. This is a gift 
to a community for which the Nativity is more 
than a story; it’s an expression of deep belief, 
in God coming into the world, becoming flesh, 
becoming one of us. 

The significance of that and our response 
to it came through movingly in a moment 
near the end of Sunday’s matinee, when 
the Schroeder-Arce fam¬ 
ily - Roxanne, Carlos, 
and daughter Genevieve - 
stepped from the audience 
onto the stage and per¬ 
formed “The Little Drummer 
Boy” with just a guitar, 
snare drum, and their 
voices. I’ve never heard the 
song delivered with such humility and grace, 
the sense of having so little to give some¬ 
one of such importance coming through so 
clearly. The gift of the drummer boy fused 
with the gift of this ritual of faith and the 
gift of this production to the community in 
a beautifully meaningful way. Scruffy on the 
outside, maybe, but on the inside a heart of 
pure gold. - Robert Faires

Reunion Tower lets you see why they call Dallas “Big D” On a clear 
day, from the observation deck you have a 360-degree view stretching 
for 13 miles in any direction. In 2013, the restored observation deck 
470 feet above the streets reopened with a new indoor GeO-Deck that 
includes touch-screen monitors and a snack bar. Visitors can still walk 
around the outdoor deck for a nearly unfettered view of the city 
through free telescopes. 

The tower was completed along with the adjacent Hyatt Regency 
Hotel in 1978. The top three floors of the tower are surrounded by a 
geodesic frame illuminated with 259 LED lights that are computer-con- 
trolled to generate different patterns and colors. “The Orb,” as some 
Dallasites call it, hangs over downtown at night like a glowing golf ball. 
The touch-screen monitors in the GeO-Deck are easy to use and offer 
several options to explore the scenery. The seven-minute video about 
the Kennedy assassination is an eyewitness account by Clinton Hill, 
the Secret Service agent who jumped on the trunk of the limousine 
right after the president was shot. 

The Tower is at 300 Reunion Blvd., a few blocks south of Dealey 
Plaza where JFK was murdered. The observation deck is open daily, 
except on Christmas, and hours are adjusted seasonally. A commuter 
rail station is across the street.

Onward and Upward for UT Volleyball: 

Third-seeded Lady Horns have advanced 
to their 11th Final Four, following Saturday’s 
big win over No. 2 seed Florida. Texas’ 
senior class - Kat Brooks, Molly McCage, 
and Amy Neal - will become the first in 
Longhorn history to play in four consecutive 
NCAA semifinals, as they hope to capture 
their second national title. It will also be 
Texas’ seventh visit in eight years. 

Texas plays its national semifinal Thursday 
(Dec. 17) in Omaha, against second-seeded 
Minnesota Gophers, who they last played in 
the 2012 regular season. The Horns swept 
them in the 2009 semis. 

Football Gets Stranger, but Stronger: 

Following a rejection from TCU co-offensive 
coordinator Sonny Cumbie, Charlie Strong 
and company finally got their (second) man 
for Texas’ OC position, in Tulsa QB coach/ 
spread offense aficionado Sterlin Gilbert.

Smart’s First:

He hired the right coaches. Shaka Smart 
picked up his first signature win, with a head¬ 
turning, last-nanosecond victory over Final 
Four hopeful North Carolina. 

The aggressive Horns overcame shooting- 
efficiency woes - especially at the charity 
stripe - by dominating the glass, going +12 
offensively. Cameron Ridley (12 pts. and 13 
reb.) outplayed the Heels’ frontline. 

The win has already paid immediate divi¬ 
dends, as Smart landed No. 27 nationally 
ranked prospect Andrew Jones (6’4” SG, 
Mac Arthur/ Irving) just after the victory. 

As younger teams do after big wins, they 
came out predictably flat in a 67-55 win over 
Appalachian State. The energy levels must 
be ratcheted up for Saturday’s matchup at 
Stanford (Dec. 19).

JUAN IN A MILLION REMAINS AN AUSTIN CLASSIC 


Everyone thinks this probably, but that 
doesn’t make it any less true to me: Hands 
down, the best breakfast taco I have ever 
had the pleasure of eating in my life was 
made by my great-grandma. Memories of sit¬ 
ting cross-legged at her rickety kitchen table 
as she, then in her mid-80s, labored over 
frying bacon, scrambling eggs, and heat¬ 
ing tortillas will stay with me for the rest of 
my life. No one, before or since, has made 
tocino so crisp. 

In New Austin, that simplicity and care 
is getting harder and harder to come by. 
Substitutes are plenty, and while they may 
get all the ingredients right, there’s some¬ 
thing the supplanters have just never been 
able to figure out. Maybe it’s the fact many 
of them cannot figure out how to cook a tor¬ 
tilla properly? (Over an open flame or on the 


comal, for Grandma’s sake!) More than that, 
what’s missing is the warmth and personal 
touch of our first-ever Thrilla in the Tortilla 
champion, Juan in a Million. 

Has the clientele changed in the last 35 
years? There’s no place on the Eastside that 
hasn’t adapted in some way to the stream of 
newcomers pouring into the area. But owner 
Juan Meza’s slick handshake? Firm as ever. 
Quick-trigger smile? Hasn’t lost a watt. 

Like my great-grandmother (who was born 
just outside of town in Creedmoor), my mom 
has spent her entire life in Austin. She also 
makes a mean breakfast taco, but with much 
less deliberation. In 1991, when she was 
pregnant with me, she went to the Cesar 
Chavez haunt almost daily for huevos ranche- 
ros before work. Years later - you know, once 
I could eat solid food - she’d bring me back. 


The history of that restaurant lives in the 
decor - in the newspaper clippings, autographs, 
and worn booths. In the age of open-face, 
ahi tuna monstrosities, they offer the meals 
of my mom and grandmother and her mom 
before that. That feeling of being home isn’t yet 
extinct. It lives at Juan’s, in the chalupas at El 
Patio, in the pan de huevo at Joe’s Bakery. 

It’s not a feeling felt only by a fourth-gen¬ 
eration, Mexican-American Austinite. That’s 
why when you walk into Juan in a Million you’ll 
always see a diverse crowd - Latinos young 
and old, frat contingents, and everyone in 
between. And why, when our readers had the 
chance to pit taco against taco, they went 
with the Don Juan. When you’ve been doing 
this well for this long - well, it’s really less 
about the competition and more about you.

Even when my idea of fine dining came with 
unlimited breadsticks, I knew what it should look 
like. There would be a sweep 
of grand curtains, like Philippe 
Starck’s absurd Teatriz in Madrid, 
or maybe a few metal storks 
like Barbara Lazaroff’s Chinois 
on Main. I had no conception 
of what the food at such places 
would taste like (I guessed really 
buttery), but the interiors were 
more tangible. Surrounded by 
the mauves and dusty roses of 
Nineties rural living, nothing 
was as intoxicating as opulence. 

The daydreams of one day sitting in those rooms 
helped me through high school. 

Now that I spend much of my time in restau¬ 
rants, few perhaps as famous as the ones I used to 


read about in Vogue, I am often underwhelmed. 
Don’t get me wrong, there are some stunning 
interiors in this town, but the 
prevailing fantasy brings me 
back to where I started - in some 
fussified version of the country. 
Nothing quite holds more curren¬ 
cy in Austin design as the farm, 
whether that farm is in Japan, 
France, or the Hill Country. 
There’s only so much reclaimed 
wood one can see before every¬ 
thing looks like a hootenanny. 

In many spaces, it makes 
sense. A glittery chandelier 
would seem out of place where diners chow down 
on rabbit and dumplings. But still, few places in 
town are willing to go luxe, even where the chef 
slings out Alba truffles like they are portobellos. 


It seems to me that Austinites are collectively 
embarrassed by the wealth that created our res¬ 
taurant scene. I suspect it was one of the reasons 
Jezebel - with its massive crystal chandeliers and 
Louis XVI-style chairs - finally failed. We want our 
boots a little scuffed. Yes, there are certainly prob¬ 
lematic aspects of our restaurant scene, but the 
same money will be spent on a restaurant whether 
or not the finishings have any flash. 

But still, that casualness is fine, even attractive, but 
the sameness does disservice to the chefs whose cui¬ 
sine is urban and contemporary, and whose sensibili¬ 
ties are luxe. For most of us, such dining is an occa¬ 
sional indulgence. Occasionally, we can eat on white 
tablecloths and sit up straight. While I will never miss 
an opportunity to dine in Uchiko or Contigo or the 
cave at La Condesa, my senses are ready for another 
feast. Judging by a few of this year’s interiors, I’d be 
willing to bet the farm that Austin is too. 
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II seems some when off a misnomer to oniE y u L^n 
Juan a mere breakfast taco. The huge potato, egg, 
bacon, anc cheese namesake of owner Juan Meza 
is a legend, a raison d'etre, maybe even a whole

After years as a busy corner convenience store and gas station known for breakfast tacos 
and food from the Sysco truck, the Hays City Store has recently been reborn as a Texas com¬ 
fort food restaurant with a shaded beer garden, a full bar, and friendly country hospitality. 
Longtime Austin hospitality professionals Tamra and Travis Tindol provided skilled customer 
service at such eateries as Z’Tejas Grill, Flores Mexican Restaurant, and the Salty Sow before 
they bought the shuttered convenience store property last year. Their version of the Hays City 
Store debuted in the spring of 2015. The neighborhood has definitely noticed and the crowds 
are flocking here, especially for weekend brunches. We sampled a little of everything from the 
brunch menu (shrimp and grits, migas, chicken-fried steak and eggs with gravy, handmade 
onion rings, and chili cheese fries) and found the food to be made-from-scratch, flavorful, and 
satisfying. The Tindols and their crew will make you feel right at home. This place is definitely 
worth a stop anytime you’re out this way.

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Going Back to Cali 

CAFE NO SE ARGUES FOR THE OLD NEW AMERICAN 


One thing about running races: You never 
really notice what you have passed. Over 
the last few years, Austin food has been a 
success story by almost any metric - new 
restaurants opened, media coverage, James 
Beard nominations - but it still has had 
trouble building an identity separate from the 
pillars that have always stood: barbecue and 
Tex-Mex. Part of that is that instead of follow¬ 
ing the earlier trajectories that pulled from 
our specific cultural heritage, Austin has dug 
deep into New American, a term that lost all 
meaning as soon as there was an Internet, 
and a big reason why culinary Austin’s head is 
rested firmly in its palm. 

Before eating at Cafe No Se, it seemed 
fitting that the name of the South Congress 
Hotel’s first restaurant embodies that blank 
spirit where anything in the kitchen is possi¬ 
ble as long as it is difficult to pronounce. But 
I guess narratives don’t come that cheaply. 

No Se is indeed New American, but it has a 
stronger POV than the phrase would imply. 
Sure, there’s a travelogue of ingredients from 
burrata to laffa to Kewpie mayo, but they 
don’t define executive chef Michael Paley’s 
kitchen as much as cucumber, broccoli, and 
arugula. If all that sounds more like shop¬ 
ping than cooking, well, you know what No Se 
reaches for. 

But Cafe No Se does more than just allude 
to California in the menu. It seems to argue 
for transporting the entire culture east - from 
a fetishistic use of greens to the whitewashed 
dining room by Waterloo Workshop with Michael 
Hsu Office of Architecture and Studio MAI. 

Even the shelves that wrap the back left corner 
of the space approximate a television idea of 
Berkeley academia. Imagine all the fun you will 
have Sunday morning trading bons mots about 
the Stahl House over a kouign amann. 

Indeed, brunch is perhaps No Se’s raison 
d’etre, and when the sun-dappled interior 


makes the most sense. Brunch remains a 
lucrative afterthought at some of the best 
rooms in town. Why bother really when decent 
(and free-flowing) mimosas are all it takes to 
have people beating at your 
door? No Se does the oppo¬ 
site, serving a too-orange 
mimosa in a juice glass for 
$11, while putting consider¬ 
able thought into the menu 
of easy egg dishes, salads, 
pastries, and a scattering of 
non-egg mains. 

There’s no flash in any 
of the salads. Greenhouse 
lettuces ($10) have a 
Southwestern architecture, 
and the chicken salad ($13) 
toys with Indian flavors, 
even if the garam masala 
transmits depth more than 
a sense of place. Chopped 
kale ($10) was lively, but 
perhaps too aggressively 
vinegared for a main. Puffed 
rice added needed crunch. 

Other dishes similarly 
avoid airs. Both the pork 
sandwich ($14), spread 
with mustard and jam, and 
the cheeseburger ($15 with 
an add-on of egg) work solidly within their 
form. Creamy muesli ($9) and banana-filled 
ricotta hotcakes ($12) don’t fuss things up 
with trend ingredients. The chicken schnitzel 
($18), unfortunately, was a bit shake-and- 
bake by way of Thomas Keller. The dish 
needed a little jazzing - even with a squirt of 
lemon, the salty Parmesan fell flat. 

For purists, there is poached egg on the 
menu, oozing on bok choy and purple hull 
peas ($13), but it’s not the only egg trick. 
There’s a soft-boiled egg on avocado toast 


($11) with a little pickled carrot and creme 
fraTche, a simple scramble with arugula and 
bread ($13), and a crackling fried egg with 
tumbled speck and romesco ($14). None of 
the dishes are impossible to make at home, 
but Paley obviously drills his kitchen with the 
basics. The soft-boiled whites are custardy, 
the scramble is fluffy, and the fried egg is 
perfectly sunny-side up. Elementary perhaps, 
but refreshing. 

A lot of the brunch dishes float throughout 
the menu, making other services feel less 
distinctive, but there are some highlights 
available only for the pm meals. Chief among 
those is the poke bowl ($14) with big-eye 
tuna joining a jolting array of flavors from 
olives to grapefruit, and a charred fennel 
side ($6) that adds another strong flavor, 
bottarga, unapologetically. The gnudi ($21), 
with grilled corn, sugar snap peas, and basil, 
feels a little out of season, but although the 
butternut squash soup ($9) is garnished with 
an herb - chervil - that is almost synony¬ 
mous with spring, the liver moussed cracker 
topped with root vegetable confetti takes 
it back to our endless late fall. The sticky 
lamb ribs ($16) are a treat too. Cider vinegar 
cuts through the fatty meat like a Western 
Kentucky black sauce. 

Executive pastry chef Amanda Rockman’s 
desserts fall perfectly with that menu, regard¬ 
less of the time of day. There’s chocolate, 
but stick with either her signature Basque 
cake ($10) - a winter wonder of orange, fig, 
and coriander - or the buzzy kir royale paleta 
($7) with Prosecco poured 
tableside. Or just order one 
of the croissants, as cor¬ 
rect as any you will find in 
town. A stronger beverage 
program would be nice (the 
bigger reds in particular 
don’t have all that many 
complements), but maybe 
that will come in time. 

And despite the general 
successes of the food, the 
service desperately needs 
to be tightened up. Part of 
the struggle is that some 
of the tables are arranged 
too closely together, forc¬ 
ing the waitstaff to take 
ant farm routes back to 
the kitchen. But part of 
that seems to be insti¬ 
tutional. The host desk 
feels disorganized, and the 
experience doesn’t improve 
once seated. All of the 
waiters seemed to be able 
to recite the menu with 
awkward ease, but many of the fundamentals 
(refilling water glasses, checking on the table, 
bringing a check before the next presidential 
election) were ignored. The servers did all 
have perfectly rolled up pants. Maybe Jenna 
Lyons has settled on a new career. 

That keeps Cafe No Se from being a tri¬ 
umph, the kind of place you want to linger 
through starters and mains and after-dinner 
drinks. They may have brought the sun and 
the food, but in Austin, the illusion only lasts 
for so long. - Brandon Watson

Star Wars Reboots 
Into Oifoit 

Reunited and It Feels So Good

Easily the most anticipated (and critic- 
proof) film of the year, The Force Awakens 
hews closely to Lucas’ original trio of Star 
Wars outings.

able. For longtime followers of the Force, the 
addition of new core characters - Rey (Ridley), 
a lone scavenger from a planet that looks sus¬ 
piciously like Tatooine, and Finn (Boyega), an 
Imperial Stormtrooper who decides that mass 
murder isn’t his style after all - provide a wel¬ 
come return to Lucas’ original style of charac-

There’s much to 
love about this par¬ 
ticular chapter of the 
rebooted franchise, although to say too much 
more might engender spoilers, and you’re like¬ 
ly going to see the film for yourself very soon. 
Abrams, it must be said, is pretty shameless 
when it comes to referencing and/or lifting 
from the original film, and that’s understand¬ 
able. No one wants a reboot of the overload¬ 


ed dud that 1999’s Episode I: The Phantom 
Menace revealed itself to be. Instead, Abrams 
and a thoroughly game group of screenwrit¬ 
ers, actors, and visual-effects artists have 
crafted a postmillennial reflection of our col¬ 
lective cultural memory of the original. What 
it lacks is the sheer, mind-blowing newness of 
1977’s opening fusillade between the rebels 
and the empire. That’s forever lost, I fear, to 
all the cinematic and real-world changes that 
have risen in the ensuing four decades. Still, 
as a nostalgia trip that knows exactly what 
die-hard Star Wars fans want and then lay¬ 
ers in some memorable new characters, The 
Force Awakens is exactly what it needs to be: 
an old-school Saturday afternoon sci-fi mati¬ 
nee writ big.

ALVIN AND THE CHIPMUNKS: 
THE ROAD CHIP

Sometimes you pull the short straw. 
Sometimes you have to take one for the 
team. Sometimes you just have to run 
in and jump on the proverbial grenade to 
save your fellow critics the horror of being 
scarred by something as apathetic and 
brainless as Alvin and the Chipmunks: The 
Road Chip. Those were my thoughts as 
I waited for the lights to dim in a kiddie- 
packed theatre on a dreary Saturday 
morning. And while I was familiar with the 
adventures of songwriter Dave Seville (Lee) 
and his trio of harmonizing rodents - Alvin 
(Long), Simon (Gubler), and Theodore 
(McCartney) - this was my first foray into 
this latest incarnation of a franchise that 
dates back to the late Fifties. 

So what fresh hell is this? It seems Dave 
has become a record producer, and is off 
to Miami with his girlfriend Shira (Williams- 
Paisley) for the release party of the new 
record from Ashley (Thorne), some vague 
pop star. But Dave doesn’t trust those chip¬ 
munks on their own, so he enlists Shira’s 
jerky, dudebro son Miles (Green) to babysit. 
When Alvin discovers evidence that Dave may 


be asking Shira to marry him in Miami, they 
hit the road (well, first the airport) to try and 
stop the proposal. They run afoul of buffoon- 
ish air marshal Benson (Hale, ill-served as 
a marionette of uninspired slapstick, here 
taking over from David Cross, who was the 
foil in the three previous films. Is there some 
Arrested Development casting conspiracy 
here? Is Michael Cera next?). Benson pur¬ 
sues Alvin and the gang through the South 
as they make mischief and butcher songs 
with their trademark helium-pitched vocal 
aesthetic (I could have gone my whole life 
without hearing them cover DJ Snake/Lil 
Jon’s “Turn Down for What,” but alas, I am 
now marked). The humor mostly adheres to 
the usual fart jokes that every third-grader 
loves, but then what to make of an inexpli¬ 
cable cameo from trash-cinema king John 
Waters, and a subsequent joke about his 
dogshit-eating masterpiece Pink Flamingos ? 
(Crickets in the theatre when that one 
dropped, btw.) As directed by Walt Becker 
(who, it must be stated, unleashed onto 
the world the sad, middle-aged actor ennui 
of both Wild Flogs and Old Dogs), Alvin and 
the Chipmunks: The Road Chip has sporadic 
laughs for the under-10 set and absolutely 
nothing for the poor parents sitting next to 
them. I would like to have added that the 
film is wholly forgettable, but these images 
are scorched on my retinas, and I will forever 


twitch when someone nearby screams that 
fateful cry: “Alvin!”

TINSELTOWN NORTH 

THE DANISH GIRL 

D: Tom Hooper; with Eddie Redmayne, Alicia Vikander, Matthias

In many ways similar to his Oscar-winning 
turn as Stephen Hawking in last year’s 
The Theory of Everything, the actor Eddie 
Redmayne delivers another physically trans¬ 
formational performance in The Danish Girl. 
This time, instead of mutating from a healthy 
young man to an immobilized victim of early- 
onset ALS, Redmayne transforms from male 
to female, initially through surface appear¬ 
ances and later as one of the first patients 
to undergo sexual reassignment surgery 
(as recounted in David Ebershoff’s novel on 
which The Danish Girl is based). Redmayne’s 
lovely swan neck and a bold scene in which 
he stands naked in front of a mirror while 
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tucking his penis to mimic the appearance 
of a female silhouette are sure to make the 
transgender character of Einar Wegener/Lili 
Elbe a plausible if not fetishistic subject. Yet 
we gaze at him as we might any onscreen 
woman, subject to standards of beauty and 
charm. It’s indicative of the film itself, which 
is more attentive to surface allures than 
emotional underpinnings. 

No time would seem better-suited for a 
film like The Danish Girl than now, in this 
year during which transgender issues burst 
proudly into public consciousness. However, 
this film directed by Hooper ( Les Miserables 
and Oscar-winner The King's Speech) and 
written by Lucinda Coxon does little to 
enhance our understanding of sexual iden¬ 
tity. It seems more devoted to its technical 
accomplishments than its subjective point of 
view. The Danish Girl opens with an extended 
introduction to its primary characters, the 
married couple Einar (Redmayne) and Gerda 
(Vikander) Wegener. They are both paint¬ 
ers, living a bohemian lifestyle in 1920s 
Copenhagen, which includes lots of uninhib¬ 
ited marital sex, though Einar does take a 
particular liking to one of Gerda’s silky new 
nightgowns. When her ballerina friend Ulla 
(Heard) doesn’t show up for a portrait sit¬ 
ting, Gerda beseeches her husband to don 
Ulla’s stockings and ballet shoes and pose 
in Ulla’s place. The touch of the stockings 
and tutu stir something in Einar that seems 
new to him. In the film’s worldview, it would 
seem as though sexual identity is governed 
by little more than costume and appearance. 
It recalls the easiness of Lou Reed’s “Walk 
on the Wild Side,” in which the future drag 
queen Holly Woodlawn “plucked his eyebrows 
on the way, shaved his legs, and then he was 
a she.” If only it were that simple. 

Despite The Danish Girl’s lack of specificity 
regarding what motivates Einar’s transfor¬ 
mation into Lili Elbe, the film is still quite 
lovely. Its compositions are lovely to look at, 
and the performances engaging. However, 
a sense of remoteness hangs over the proj¬ 
ect, as though we are watching characters 
through a pinhole diorama. Curiously, the 
film seems almost as much about Gerda’s 
experience, and one could rightly wonder who 
the titular “Danish girl” actually is. It’s Gerda 
whose idea it is to first dress her husband 
in women’s garb, and she supports Einar/Lili 
throughout the entire discovery and sexual 
reassignment process.

stage a last stand to sabotage the home’s 
imminent sale: They’ll throw a rager, just like 
they did when they were high schoolers.

Scripted by longtime Saturday Night Live 
scribe Paula Pell and cast with such fellow 
members of the SNL tribe as Maya Rudolph, 
Rachel Dratch, and next-gen talents Bobby 
Moynihan and Kate McKinnon, Sisters has 
a patchily funny first act but unleashes pure 
comedic chaos once the party gets started. 
The elements are familiar - heavy boozing, 
accidental drug ingestion, an inspired spot 
of bodily injury (inflicted on Ike Barinholtz, a 
low-key charmer in the mold of Chris O’Dowd’s 
breakout in Bridesmaids). What enriches these 
outlandish set-pieces is the specific and exis¬ 
tential dread at their core: the feeling of being 
disconnected from the essential self, the 
fear that one’s best times are already past. 
That doesn’t make Sisters a downer. In point 
of fact, it’s an absolute job watching these 
grownups party like there’s no tomorrow.

Whither youth? Or should that be wither, 
youth? The dichotomy between these two 
poles of human life - youth and not-youth 
(let’s call it “advancing age”) - forms the 
crux of Italian director Sorrentino’s visually 
sumptuous and intellectually trenchant exam¬ 
ination of two elder artists who reconnect at 
an extraordinarily extravagant Alpine spa. 

Sorrentino’s film tackles the most important 
of all life’s questions with wit, wisdom, and no 
small amount of often-surreal humor. “Where 
did the time go, who were we, and who are we 
now?” Sorrentino previously helmed the Oscar 
and Golden Globe-winning The Great Beauty, 


with which Youth has much in common. Both 
films wrap themselves around the ridiculously 
melancholy fact that, rich or poor, artist or arti¬ 
san, we’re all going to the same dark place. 
There’s an existential, borderline absurdist 
streak running through Youth, too; compari¬ 
sons to Fellini’s 8 V 2 aren’t that far-fetched. 

Retired music composer Fred Ballinger (the 
quietly mesmerizing Caine) has returned to this 
heavenly Alpine spa for the past 20 years, often 
meeting there his lifelong friend, film director 
Mick Boyle (Keitel, back to brazen basics after 
all this time, and here doing his best work in 
ages). Now retired from his illustrious career, 
Fred is accompanied by his daughter and per¬ 
sonal assistant Lena (Weisz), who is married to 
Mick’s son. Both men have their semi-comical 
torments. Fred is being pestered by a royal 
emissary (Macqueen), who is bound and deter¬ 
mined to yank him out of retirement for one 
last engagement for the Queen of England (she 
desires a performance of the composer’s Philip 
Glass-ian “Simple Song #3”). Mick is struggling 
to finish the script for what he believes will be 
his final film. And then there’s Paul Dano as the 
actor Jimmy Tree, who frets that he’ll only ever 
be remembered for playing a pedestrian super¬ 
hero role. Problems, everybody’s got ’em. 

In lesser hands, Youth might as well have 
been titled Yawn, but Sorrentino, working with 
favored cinematographer Luca Bigazzi, renders 
these two old friends and their palatial sur¬ 
roundings anything but dull. Rumination and 
regret dominate the proceedings, but the exqui¬ 
site visual splendor of the film is a character in 
its own right and lightens the tone just enough 
to keep it from tipping over into the maudlin. 
Certain perfect sequences stay with you: Fred, 
sitting alone in an alpine meadow, literally 
conducting a symphony of lulling cows and 
breeze-rippled grasses; a Iate-in-the-game ver¬ 
bal firefight between Mick and his once-upon-a- 
time ingenue Brenda, now a cynical Hollywood 
survivor played by an amazing Jane Fonda. 

Add to that a haunting score by David 
Lang, several ethereal tracks from former 
Red House Painter Mark Kozelek, and a 
string of peripheral characters who are mem¬ 
orable in their own right, and Sorrentino’s film 
becomes much more than a meditation on 
the loss or folly of its title. Regrets, they’ve 
had a few, but at the end, simple songs turn 
out to be the most important songs of all.

With little more novelty than a chapter in a standard-issue 
history book, Suffragette soldiers through its story about the 
fight waged by British women during the early decades of 
the 20th century to win the right to vote. It’s an important 
story to tell, yes, but the resulting film is narratively wan and 
disappointing. We first meet the film’s central character, fic¬ 
tional working-class wife and mother Maud Watts (Mulligan), 
in 1912, just as the women’s suffrage movement is begin¬ 
ning to engage in acts of civil disobedience. Maud gradually 
becomes radicalized through her friendship with Violet Miller 
(Duff), before eventually becoming a co-conspirator of real- 
life martyr Emily Wilding Davison. Despite the vividness of 
the movement and the philosophical underpinnings of its 
tactical shifts, there is little surprise in Suffragette’s story 
structure and even less dimensionality to the characters. 
Somehow, the film makes these relatively recent events feel 
like musty history.

This rapturous feature debut from Jordanian direc¬ 
tor Naji Abu Nowar is as perfect a companion piece to 
David Lean’s Lawrence of Arabia as one could hope for. 

It’s 1916, and Theeb (Jacir Eid), a young Bedouin boy, 
is forced to fend for himself after he joins his beloved 
older brother (Hussein Salameh) in guiding a British army 
officer (Fox) to a long-abandoned well. A moonlit battle 
ensues, leaving Theeb the only survivor, but for one: a 


wounded marauder (Hassan Mutlag). “Without me you will 
die,” he tells the boy, and therein hangs the tale of Theeb, 
and his accelerated journey from wide-eyed innocent 
to desperate young man. Capturing both the sprawling, 
voidlike emptiness of the desert and its chilly, inhumane 
beauty, Theeb presages both the treacherous partitioning 
of Arab lands at the end of the Great War, as well as all 
the terrible echoes of the colonialism that continue to 
plague us today.

Trumbo 
certainly has pep, but it’s all nearly undone by the film’s 
ironic decision to composite several Hollywood Ten writers 
into a single made-up guy (played by Louis C.K. - not his 
fault). In a movie explicitly about men stripped of their 
names, it seems exceptionally bad form to do the same in 
service of narrative expediency.

Twine Time deejay Paul Ray has been fighting for his life, according to wife Diana Ray. 

“I’ve been trying to keep it hush-hush, but now I know he’s going to survive,” she told 
“Playback” last Friday. “He can look around the room, and his voice - that deejay voice - is 
coming back.” 

Diana refused to specify what ails her 73-year-old husband, who’d been absent from his 
locally adored vintage R&B segment Saturdays, 7-llpm, on KUTX 98.9, for four weeks. She 
did reveal that he’d broken his femur during a fall at home, followed by a two-week “state of 
delirium” while hospitalized - perhaps due to a bad reaction to medicine. 

Denny Freeman, who shared guitar duties with Stevie Ray Vaughan in Seventies heroes 
Paul Ray & the Cobras, visited his singer-turned-deejay buddy in the hospital. 

“Several days ago, while he seemed far away, I wondered if he’d respond to music, so I 
looked in my phone to see what I had,” he recounts. “I found ‘You Upset Me Baby.’ I knew 
he’d like that, if he could hear it, because we used to do that song in the Cobras. After a 
moment, he softly said ‘B.B.’ 

“Then I found ‘Blue Velvet’ by the Clovers. He began to softly sing along. It was moving.” 

While Austin awaits the return of its foremost blues/soul/R&B scholar, who won Best 
Radio Program at last year’s Austin Music Awards - an event Ray hosted for a quarter-century 
- soul/funk expert Rick McNulty has done an admirable job hosting the sacred segment. 
Saturday, KUTX will air a vintage Twine Time Christmas episode. 

“I’m just trying my best not to wreck Paul Ray’s Cadillac,” ventured McNulty.

Triple Crown Ends 
Historic Streak 


On Saturday night, the Triple Crown - lov¬ 
ingly labeled “the live music capital of San 
Marcos” - was so blitzed with regulars that it 
ran out of beer ... then whiskey, then vodka, 
then rum. The empty bottles symbolized the 
building’s future: destined for the trash heap. 
The city’s best venue is slated for razing in 
order to make way for a mixed-use develop¬ 
ment. Its closure ends an astonishing streak: 
6,887 consecutive days of 
live music, including holi¬ 
days and natural disasters. 

“It wasn’t anything we 
planned, but once it hit 
1,000 days, we had to 
keep going,” says Triple 
Crown co-owner/booker 
Eric Shaw of the streak 
that began in 1997. “We’ve 
had some close calls. 

During the flood, we lost 
power, but some jazz musicians from the uni¬ 
versity came in and played a short set.” 

Shaw and his partner sold the property at 
206 N. Edward Gary St. in hopes of moving 
Triple Crown to a larger space. 

“It was a tough call, deciding if we should 
relocate or not, and it finally came down to 
what you see here tonight,” pointed Shaw to 
a line of 50 people waiting to get in. “We get 
to capacity several times a month, so it’s just 
time to grow.” 

Ideally, the new Triple Crown will become a 
300-capacity venue with a beer garden. Shaw 
has his eye on several downtown spaces in 
his price range and is optimistic for a fast 
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relocation. Until then, there’s a void in 
San Marcos’ music culture. 

“Triple Crown is legitimately the only 
place in San Marcos that’s worth play¬ 
ing for a lot of bands,” says Otis the 
Destroyer frontman Taylor Wilkins, 
who credits Shaw with giving him a stage 
to grow as a musician. “The Marc is 
1,000-capacity and no one can draw that, 
Lucy’s just has DJs 
now, Tantra can’t have 
night shows because 
of sound issues, and 
Cheatham Street 
[Warehouse] doesn’t 
have loud bands. 

“If Triple Crown 
doesn’t come back, the 
scene is going to die.” 

Headlining Saturday’s 
12-band finale were Triple 
Crown’s beloved porno honky-tonkers the 
Beaumonts, who temporarily suspended the 
gag that they’re based in Lubbock. “We’re 
the Beaumonts ... from San Marcos!” singer 
Troy Wayne Delco declared to deafening 
ovation. As their chaotic set of satanic 
speed-smoking anthems climaxed, another 
Beaumonts bylaw was broken: Guitarist 
Hollywood Steve Vegas, whose refusal 
to speak is a staple of the band’s schtick, 
addressed the sentimental crowd. 

“Thank you, Triple Crown. This is the 
best place in the whole fuckin’ world!”

ANTONE'S NIGHTCLUB hopes to reopen on New Year’s Eve at its new location at 305 E. Fifth, ending the 
legendary blues club’s two-year era of inactivity.

Compact discs may not be finished after all

BOB DYLAN 

The Cutting Edge 
1965-1966: The 
Bootleg Series 
Vol. 12 (Legacy) 

Unlike past volumes 
in Dylan’s Bootleg 
Series, this one sepa¬ 
rates the casual fan 
from those more obsessive. In multiple config¬ 
urations - 2-CD ($19.98), 3-LP ($99.98), 6-CD 
($149.98), and 18-CD ($599.99) - The Cutting 
Edge 1965-1966 covers the making of Bringing 
It All Back Home, Highway 61 Revisited, and 
Blonde on Blonde, three albums that changed 
the way people thought about rock music 
(Dylan goes electric!), and all recorded in the 
span of 14 months: January ’65 to March ’66. 
A creative high-water mark, it’s the time of 
“Subterranean Homesick Blues,” “Desolation 
Row,” and “everybody must get stoned.” The 
6-disc set witnesses the studio process as 
it unfolded 50 years ago, particularly the CD 
unfolding the complete session for “Like a 
Rolling Stone.” (The 18-CD version contains 
every note recorded during those 14 months.) 
The packaging is exquisite, with two hardbound 
books collecting rare photos and essays from 
Dylanologists Bill Flanagan and Sean Wilentz. 
Experience history in real time.

them with his own children: Mavis, Pervis, 
Cleotha, and later Yvonne. Two voices rose 
above the chorus in Pops’ rich tenor - never 
hurried, always warm, embracing - and Mavis’ 
alternately powerhouse cry and caramel croon. 
First comprehensive Staple Singers compila¬ 
tion, the 4-CD Faith & Grace arcs gospel into 
folk and soul with unconstrained humanity. 

Early on, the trembling vibrato of Pops’ guitar 
and church standards dominate (1956 break¬ 
out “Uncloudy Day”), before sublime 1962 sin¬ 
gle “Hammer and Nails” bridges the sacramen¬ 
tal into the self-dubbed “soul-folk” that fills the 
second CD. Disc three walks hand-in-hand with 
the Civil Rights movement (“Freedom Highway,” 
“Long Walk to D.C.”), and by the time the 
Staples hit their stride on Stax Records in 
the early Seventies, the hits are rolling in (“I’ll 
Take You There,” “Heavy Makes You Happy”). 

At close, the box makes room for rarities like 
a bare-bones demo of “Respect Yourself” by 
Stax songwriter Mack Rice, and “The Weight” 
from the Band’s Last Waltz in 1976.

Since 
owning Hawaiian soil only 
happens to neighbors Willie 
Nelson and Kris Kristofferson (and 
okay, even they likely lease), the rest 
of us can only souvenir the 50th state. 
Hulaland: The Golden Age of Hawaiian 
Music thus serves Oceania with an 
umbrella drink. Sumptuously designed and 
researched, and doubling as a poster book 
of Mad Men- age travel iconography, this 4-CD 
gift shop prize plunges into its aural island 
program on “From Hollywood to Honolulu 
1931-1957,” with vintage film tunes and dia¬ 
logue (Grade Allen, Ethel Merman, Dorothy 
Lamour), and equally ancient soundtracking: 
Louis Armstrong’s bookending belts “On a 
Little Bamboo Bridge” and “On a Coconut 
Island.” Disc two spans Duke Ellington to 
Hawaii Five-O, Martin Denny to Santo & 
Johnny, and the Ventures to Richie Allen 
(who should’ve yielded for the Mermen’s 
version of “The Quiet Surf” instead). Third 
disc’s the charm - for the purist: “Hawaiian 
Classics.” Lap steel and slack-key pioneers 
King Benny Nawahi, Sol Hoopii, and Kalama’s 
Quartet dominate. Ukulele lady Clara Inter 
(Hilo Hattie) co-rules. A contemporary final 
disc falls flat after such volcanic heights, but 
you’ll be back. Book it, Danno.

BRUCE SPRINGSTEEN 

The Ties That Bind: The River Collection 
(Columbia) 

A double album of hellos and goodbyes, 
1980’s The River juxtaposes cocky romance 
with grim meditations on death. Bruce 
Springsteen’s fifth release proved a cardinal 
development in his storytelling, and The Ties 
That Bind: The River Collection dissects it 
across four CDs, a 2-DVD concert from the 
same year in Arizona, and an hourlong docu¬ 
mentary on a third DVD, plus over 200 coffee- 
table-ready photos. The rollicking, 160-minute 
set from Tempe preserves the unbelievable 
youthfulness of the bandleader and his hench¬ 
men Clarence Clemons, Steven Van Zandt, 
and the rest of the E Street Band. Unabashed 
boyishness, tireless fervor, and exuber¬ 
ance brand it the box’s uncontested centerpiece. Past the double-disc 
LP remaster, CD three unearths the initial 10-track version of The River. 
Without “Point Blank,” “Out in the Street,” and “Wreck on the Highway,” 
its drama quotient plummets. A collection of outtakes on a final CD adds 
a new blush to the sessions, however. Gritty rocker “Chain Lightning,” whose opening 
got repurposed on Nebraska-, “Stray Bullet,” a piano ballad driving the characters from 
the title song to darker depths; and the chaotic desperation of “Roulette” flesh out The 
River’s (im)mortal flow.

If ever there was a 
box worthy of being

and marijuana smoke, this is it. Lee Michaels 
remains best known as a one-hit wonder

TENNESSEE ERNIE FORD 

Portrait of an American Singer 
(Bear Family) 

Music history and style have largely left 
behind Tennessee Ernie Ford (1919-1991), so 
the German completists at Bear Family Records 
service a necessary reclamation with this thor¬ 
ough collection of the Tennessean’s 1949-1960 
oeuvre. Eschewing most of the gospel record¬ 
ings with which the entertainer became associ¬ 
ated, the 5-CD, 154-song Portrait of an American 
Singer focuses on his country and popular out¬ 
put, revealing the subtle complexity and genres 
melded in Ford’s exceptionally smooth yet folksy 
croon. Ted Olson’s Grammy-nominated liner 
notes provide intrinsic context, recasting the 
“sophisticated hillbilly” as caught between his Hollywood celebrity and Appalachian roots. That 
tension runs throughout the first disc, from 1949’s debut recording (“I’ve Got the Milk ’Em in 
the Morning Blues”) to yelping No. 1 hit “Mule Train.” Disc two’s duet run with Kay Starr and 
the Dinning Sisters captures the crooner in full effect, but the third CD exposes complications 
between 1954’s defining “Ballad of Davy Crockett” and crossover hit “Sixteen Tons.” The final 
two discs track Ford’s move toward pop (the mesmerizing arrangement of “In the Pines”), while 
“Cold, Cold Heart” and “Half as Much” (1960) close with emphatic contrast to Hank Williams 
and suggest already-shifting tastes of “authenticity” that can’t account for Ford’s unique style.

Brothers headline ACL Fest nor fill the Frank

smash Hotel California apparently began its 
mangle five years earlier on debut LP The 
Doobie Brothers. Legend paints Moby Grape 
savant Skip Spence hooking up the fellow Bay 
Areans’ early core, and indeed the original 
quartet’s eponymous introduction pulls deeply 
from the former act’s Pacific Coast roots. The 
hillbilly down-strum to opener “Nobody” pres¬

“Beehive State” plays Name That Joe Walsh 
Riff as already noted. At 10 CDs in replica 
mini sleeves and a tidy box of no extras and 
tiny print, The Warner Bros. Years 1971-1983 
divides evenly between the David Lee Roth 
and Sammy Hagar years, here meaning honor¬ 
ary Texan Tom Johnston (“China Grove”) and 
blue-eyed beard Michael McDonald (“Takin’ It 
to the Streets”). Warner Bros, staff producer 
Ted Templeman cut all six classic Van Halen 
LPs and all the titles here - tight, hit swollen. 
Johnston: Harley rocker of The Captain & Me 
(“Long Train Runnin”') and ZZ Top-inflected 
Stampede (“Texas Lullabye”). McDonald: a 
pair of Grammys for co-writing No. 1 ubiquity 
“What a Fool Believes” with Kenny Loggins.

COOPER 

The Studio 
Albums 1969- 
1983 (Warner 
Bros.) 

Vincent Furnier 
didn’t spill out of 
the womb as a 
spooky, snake¬ 
handling, shock 
rocker. That’s 
clear beginning on Zappa-affiliated 1969 
inception, Pretties for You, showcasing odd¬ 
ball psychedelia via his squalling harmonica 
(“Sing Low, Sweet Cheerio”), Mike Bruce’s 


hallucinating mellotron (“Titanic Overture”), 
and guitarist Glen Buxton’s Syd Barrett 
spatter painting. Easy Action (1970) hints at 
future nastiness via “Mr. & Misdemeanor,” 
but the coffin doesn’t unhinge until Bob Ezrin 
overtakes production on 1971 breakthrough 
Love It to Death (“I’m Eighteen”). Follow-up 
Killer would mark a career pinnacle with hard 
rock muscle and dark theatrics (“Halo of 
Flies”) if not for 1973’s Billion Dollar Babies, 
a quintessential slab of political and per¬ 
verse glam-bang with a chewy pop center 
(“No More Mr. Nice Guy”). After that, one 
thing’s crystal clear from this 15-CD arc, 
whose blood-red box houses straightforward 
mini LP replications: Alice Cooper the band 
(1968-1975) trumps Alice Cooper the man 
(1975-present). Once the Detroit native 
decapitated his group and legally changed 
his name to that of the brand, there’s the 
schticky Welcome to my Nightmare, followed 
by a gradual, 6-album skid that bottoms out 
with early-Eighties synth-addled disasters 
Special Forces and Zipper Catches Skin. New 
Wave effort Flush the Fashion (1980) boasts 
a decent single with the paranoid “Clones,” 
while closer DaDa three years later - in which 
Ezrin, fresh off producing Pink Floyd’s The 
Wall, plays most instruments - redeems as 
an underrated work of surrealist horror rock. 
Fans in a Dallas record store this October 
witnessed Cooper and survivors of his origi¬ 
nal band in a one-off reunion.

BOBBY RUSH 

Chicken Heads: A 50-Year History of 
Bobby Rush (Omnivore) 

A dynamic singer, harp player, and hustler 
whose show flashes equal parts Chitlin’- 
Circuit grit, Vegas flash, and winking bur¬ 
lesque, Bobby Rush remains one of the blues’ 
greatest showmen. The Louisiana native first 
hit in mid-Sixties Chicago with Otis Rush 
knockoffs, but steered away from Chess 
Records production into Isley Brothers terri¬ 
tory on 1969 nod “Let It All Hang Out.” Drip 
in the slinky buttered R&B of Chicken Heads’ 
title track and the mischief of regional radio 
hits like “Sue,” and the first two discs on this 
4-CD, 74-track comp spin like revelatory crate- 
dig finds. Rush evokes Billy Preston space- 
funk and some unexpected Huff/Gamble 
Philly soul collaborations in the Seventies, 
then moves back south to Mississippi, where 
the singer’s Eighties/Nineties wordplay gets 
blunted by drum machines and a synth-heavy 
sound aimed at urban radio play. The last 
decade rights the ship, with crisper produc¬ 
tion alternating between shimmering acoustic 
tracks and modern grooves. Casual fans 
could subsist on a well-culled single disc, but 
blues aficionados won’t regret going whole 
hog for the full Rush.

Sticky Fingers priming Exile 
on Main Street, London Calling 
encored by Sandinista!, Zoot Allures 
waiting decades for quadruple- 
LP follow-up Lather : Rock & Roll 
Hall of Fame acts redlining peak 
fecundity. Rumours - itself a super¬ 
deluxe reissue in 2013 - rained 
Southern California romantic 
debauchery, but double-album 
aftermath Tusk went tribal: New 
Wave (“What Makes You Think 
You’re the One”), pagan (“Sisters 
of the Moon”), and USC Marching 
Band (the titular rumble). Tusk: 

Deluxe, 5-CD/2-LP/1-DVD, remas¬ 
ters the jittery, witchy disc digitally 
and on wax, while an alternate patchwork of the album tweaks the ear with different takes 
that even turn up the original UK quintet’s first guitar hero, Peter Green. Additional mixes 
and multiple takes fail to nullify Tusk's previous 2-CD remaster, since “Farmer’s Daughter,” 
an actual outtake, didn’t make the cut here. Six versions of “I Know I’m Not Wrong” fol¬ 
lowed by five of the title track overdose, but nearly all the material works, whether accent¬ 
ing unique guitar parts (“Storms”) or new lyrics (“Brown Eyes”). A 2-CD live compendium 
from the ensuing tour sizzles definitive with both a summit set list and screaming perfor¬ 
mance. Only video’s missing. Tusk: Deluxe gores, positively blood in the sand.

The Complete Matrix Tapes (Universal) 

You can practically count every person in 
the room by listening to the handclaps on this 
essential live documentation of the Sixties’ 
most influential, unsung rock & roll band. 
Sounds like maybe 
10 people tops wit¬ 
nessed NYC proto-punk 
noiseniks the Velvet 
Underground assault¬ 
ing a San Francisco 
club co-owned by the 
Jefferson Airplane’s 
Marty Balin across 
18 nights in late 

1969. Thanks to the foresight of one of his 
partners constructing an on-site four-track 
recording facility, cultists are now treated 
to the best-recorded live VU documentation 
ever. This being the post-John Cale lineup 


with Doug Yule on bass, the 4-CD Complete 
Matrix Tapes bleeds less distortion than what 
White Light/White Heat fans might expect, 
but highlights including a 35-minute “Sister 
Ray” going through mul¬ 
tiple transformations 
while expanding on Lou 
Reed’s speed-and-homo- 
sexuality shock mantra 
delivers. All three ver¬ 
sions of “I’m Waiting 
for the Man” get slowed 
down to a creepy-crawl 
blues, “Rock & Roll” 
and “Sweet Jane” get aired on their way to 
appearing on Loaded, and one can finally 
hear exactly how this band worked together, 
in full, glorious high fidelity.
